THE  principal  part  of  this  ditfertation 
was  publifhed  five  years  agoatEdin- 
bdfgh  as  a  thefis,  and  would  never  have 
appeared  in  any  other  form,  if  the  favour¬ 
able  reception  which  it  met  with  there 
had  not  occafioned  its  author  to  regret  his 
not  having  printed  a  greater  number  of 
copies.  It  is  but  juftice  to  add,  with  a 
V€r}r  g^teful  acknowledgement  of  many 
obligations  to  the  excellent  profeffor  Dr* 
Cullen,  that  his  patronage  procured  fuch  a 
reception  as  its  own  merit  might  not  have 
acquired. 

A  practical  and  more  fyfiematic  view  of 
this  fubjedt  than  any  which  hath  yet  ap¬ 
peared  has  often  been  wilhed  for  ;  and  on 
this  account  the  author  is  not  without 
hopes  that  his  attempt  may  be  acceptable 
to  many  phyficians,  who  have  no  need  of 
farther  information;  though  he  is  well 
aware  that  the  fubjedt  has  already  employed 
many  abler  pens. — He  is,  however,  forry 
to  obferve  that  the  nature  of  the  difeafe  is 
by  nO  means  fo  well  underltood,  nor  the 
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proper  method  of  cure  fo  generally 
blilhed,  as  they  arefuppofed  to  be,  notwith- 
ftanding  all  that  has  been  faid  and  written 
upon  the  iubjedt:  yet  every  pretender  to 
phyfic  imagines  himfelf  mailer  of  them,  and 
many  unhappy  patients  fall  martyrs  to  fuch 
miftaken  pretences. 

Seyeral  recent  inflances  of  the  deplorable 
effedis  arifing  from  ill-judged  evacuations 
in  the  beginning  of  this  diforder,  have 
made  him  particularly  earned:  in  caution¬ 
ing  againft  them,  more  efpecially  bleeding 
and  purging. 

The  dreadful  confequences  of  this  prac¬ 
tice  are  delineated  at  full  length  in  their 
proper  place,  becaufe  it  cannot  be  too  po- 
fitively  condemned  :  and  the  obfervation 
is  repeated  here  for  the  fake  of  thofe  who 
fometimes  condefcend  to  read  a  fhort  pre^ 
face,  when  no  other  part  of  a  book  invites 
their  attention. 

In  the  laft  chapter,  the  author  has  en¬ 
deavoured  to  point  out  the  difcriminating 
fymptoms  of  a  malignant  fore-throat  when 
it  affedts  the  trachea,  with  as  much  con- 
cifenefs  as  appeared  to  him  confiftent  with 
perfpicuity.-— Should  it  be  faid  that  he  has 
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gone  out  of  his  way  in  retailing  the  fen- 
timents  of  writers  on  the  other  two  fpecies 
of  angina  tracheali?,  which  are  lefs  inti¬ 
mately  connected  with  his  fubjed;  he 
has  only  to  plead  the  frequency  of  various 
combinations  in  difeafes,  and  the  formidable 
nature  of  this  in  particular,  which  often 
endangers  life  when  it  excites  no  alarm. 
— — He  is  felicitous  to  put  the  unwary 
upon  their  guard  againft  a  treacherous 
enemy  which  lurks  in  concealment  only  to 
take  unerring  aim,  and  enfure  a  fatal  blow. 
For  the  angina  trachealis,  in  every  form, 
is  only  to  be  cured  at  its  firft  onfet 
all  the  aid  which  medicine  can  furnifli  will 
be  applied  in  the  fucgeeding  ftages  without 
effed. 

As  the  dofes  of  medicine  p  re  {bribed  in 
the  courfe  of  this  work  are  chiefly  calcu¬ 
lated  for  adults,  they  muft  be  diminifhed 
for  younger  patients  in  proportion  to  their 
age. — The  remedies  themfelves  muft  be 
adapted  to  their  taftps  as  much  as  poffible, 
and  nothing  fhould  ever  be  added  to  their 
food  which  may  render  it  difagreeable  to 
them,  becaufe  a  regular  fupplyof  nourifh- 
ment  is  no  lefs  neceffary  than  medicine..

The  ulcerated  fore  throat  had  for  fo me 
years  paft  very  rarely  appeared  ;  in  thofe 
few  inftances  which  did  occur,  its  malignity 
was  much  abated,  and  the  management  of 
it  was  become  fo  familiar  in  many  places, 
that  the  good  women  themfelves  cured  is 
by  means  of  the  bark  and  antifeptic  fleams. 

Since  Jaft  Midfummerit  has  again  made 
its  appearance  amongft  children,  in  the 
counties  bordering  upon  Worcefterfhire, 
and  in  fome  parts  of  this  county,  with 
very  formidable,  lymptoms,  and  fatal  con-^ 
fequences. 

It  begins  with  the  common  fymptoms 
of  fever  accompanied  with  ficknefs,  vo¬ 
miting,  and  a  fcarlet  eruption  over  the 
whole  body,  more  particularly  upon  the 
face  :  on  the  fecond  day  the  ficknefs  abates, 
but  the efflorefcence continues  and  the  fever 
is  increafed  :  on  infpedting  the  throat,  ul¬ 
cers  are  ufually  found  upon  the  tonfils,  and 
the  ulceration  often  fpreads  over  the  whole 
mouth  :  there  is  a  confiderable  difeharge 
of  thin  and  fometimes  famous  matter  from 
the  nofe  :  the  breath  has  a  firong  putrid 
fme.ll. — -Diarrhoea  either  fpontaneous  ok 
excited  by  art  is  generally  fatal ;  in  confe- 

quenco 
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quence  of  this  evacuation  the  patients  of¬ 
ten  die  on  the  third  or  fifth  days,  or  elfe 
delirium,  coma  and  difficulty  of  breathing 
come  on,  which  clofe  the  fcene  upon  the 
feventh  day :  few  patients  under  fuch  cir- 
cumftances  have  ftrength  enough  to  refill 
its  progrefs  to  a  later  period. 

This  difeafe  was  generally  obferved  to 
break  out  in  fchools;  to  fpread  very  rapidly 
among  children  and  from  them  fome times? 
to  adults. — It  was  moftfevere  in  thofe  who 
inhabited  final  1,  crowded  and  ill-aired 
houfes. 

The  great  advantages  derived  from  aq- 
timonial  medicines  in  many  fevers  had 
induced  fome  practitioners  to  try  the  ef¬ 
fects  ox  Emetic  E cirtcir  and  J amts' s  Powder 
in  this  difeafe;  but  the  coniequences  were 
generally  very  bad;  large  evacuations  by 
ftool  commonly  followed  their  ufe,  to  the 
certain  deftruCtion  of  fome  and  the  great 
injury  of  others.— -The  fatality  of  this 
difeafe  has  been  moft  remarkable  in 
fuch  patients  as  had  any  confiderable  degree 
of  purging,  or  thofe  iq  the  early  flages  of 
life,  who  co,uld  not  be  prevailed  on  to  take 
the  diet  and  medicines  neceffary  to  fupport 
their  ftrength, 
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A  gentle  diaphorelis  is  the  only  evacu¬ 
ation  either  ufeful  or  faferin  this  difeafe*

and  the  only  remedies  which  have  been 
found  to  carry  the  lick  fafely  through  i% 
are  thofe  which  fupport  their  ftrength,  and 
flop  the  putrid  ferment  in  its  progrefs. 

Antifeptic  Steams  compofed  of  vinegar, 
myrrh,  and  honey,  or  the  acid  air  raifed 
by  pouring  oil  of  vitriol  upon  fea-falt ; 
Gargles  of  vinegar,  or  tindture  of  rofes 
with  fpiritof  fait;  bliliers  to  the  throat, 
or  other  parts  of  the  body;  and  Mixtures 
with  a  large  quantity  of  the  bark  rendered 
gently  diaphoretic  ;  a  generous  antifeptic 
diet,  and  vinous  fubacid  drinks^  confli- 
tute  the  only  fuccefsful  method  of  cure. 

^This  method  applied  early,  and  conti¬ 
nued  with  due  perfeverance  has  very  fel~ 
dona  failed. 


*  Barley'water  acidulated  wit!?  vinegar,  lemon  juice, 
fpiritus  nitri  dulcis  or  fpiritus  v^trioli  tenuis,  and  made  pala¬ 
table  with  fugar,  currant  jelly,,  or  honey — IVine-whey  with 
the  addition  of  an  ounce  of  good  vinegar  or  frefli  lemon  juice 
to  each  pint  of  the  whey,  fhould  be  taken  very  plentifully  in 
the  twd  or  three  firlt  days  of  this  difeafe,  efpecially,  if  no 
diarrhaia  has  come  on  to  forbid  their  ufe.— - -» At  this  period, 
wine  is  to  be  ufed  much  more  fparingly  than  in  the  advanced 
ffages  of  the  diforder.  This  caution  is  particularly  neceflary, 
where  the  -eflorefcence  and  heat  are  confiderable,  and  in  very 
young  patients  unacc'Uftomed  to  wise. 

, Sydenham 
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Sydenham  has  deferibed  a  fcarlet  fever, 
which,  he  fays,  appeared  in  the  end  of 
almoft  every  fummer,  and  he  treated  it  with 
his  ufual  fagacity  and  fuccefs.— I  wifli  his 
method  of  practice,  not  his  theory,  to  be 
attended  to. — He  confined  the  patient  to 
his  room,  denied  animal  food,  rendered 
his  diet  mildly  antifeptic,  and  cautioufiy 
refrained  from  bleeding  and  purging, 
though  he  fpeaks  of  it  as  inflammatory.—. 
When  the  head  was  particularly  attacked, 
he  applied  a  blifter  to  the  back. 

The  difeafe  which  now  prevails  is  the 
ulcerous  malignant  fore-throat  combined 
with  the  fcarlet  fever  of  Sydenham,  and 
as  he  fpeaks  of  the  Bark  as  the  befl:  remedy 
for  aphtha  or  putrid  ulcers  of  the  mouth 
and  throat  j  it  is  highly  probable  that  he 
would  have  treated  the  prefent  reigning  dif¬ 
eafe  in  the  manner  here  recommended. _ 

He,  who  did  not  ufe  bleeding,  purges, 
or  even  opening  clyfters  in  the  Ample 
fcarlet  fever,  would  certainly  have  been 
more  aver fe  to  them  in  the  fame  fever  ac¬ 
companied  with  putrid  ulcers  in  the  throat 
tending  to  mortification.

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We  can  not  always  account  for  the 
origin  of  epidemic  difeafes  from  the  ftate 
„  of  the  feafons;  but  it  feems  probable 
enough  that  the  animal  fluids  have  been 
rendered  more  putrid  than  ufual  by  the 
uncommon  heat  of  lafl:  fummer,  which 
was  almoft  equal  To  that  of  the  Weft  In¬ 
dies. —  From  fuch  aftate  of  the  fluids  this 
difeafe  originates. — It  becomes  frequent 
in  the  decline  of  the  year,  becaufe  perfo¬ 
ration  is  checked  at  that  time,  and  much 
putrid  matter  confequently  retained  in  the 
blood.— Thus  it  appears  that  the  firfl:  ef¬ 
fect  of  cold  is  to  bring  into  adtion  the  pu¬ 
trid  matter  produced  by  the  preceding 
heat  ;  though  its  continuance  afterwards 
gives  tone  to  the  fibres,  and  entirely  removes 
the  putrid  difpofition. 

1  mufl  here  advertlfe  my  reader  once  for 
all,  that  the  principal  purpofe  of  this  trea- 
tife  is  to  record  the  difeafe  as  it  has  ap¬ 
peared  in  this  country,  and  to  recommend 
to  the  public  a  method  of  treatment  which 
has  long  been  fuccefsful,  and  is  now 
adopted  by  all  the  phyfleians  in  this  city 
and  county.

Accuracy  in  diflinguifhing 

the  Various  fpecies  of  difeafes 
from  each  other  is  univerfally 
acknowledged  to  be  fo  efiential  in  the 
ftudy  of  medicine*  and  defervedly  engages 
fo  much  of  every  rational  phyfician’s  at¬ 
tention,  that  it  is  unneceflaiy  to  fay  any 
thing  in  its  behalf.  Were  it  poflible  for 
1  any  doubts  to  arife  Upon  this  fubjedt,  a  very 
flight  attention  to  the  feveral  fpecies  of 
fore-throat  would  immediately  difpel  them 
all. — It  was  the  want  of  fuch  diftinftion 
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which  occafioned  the  MalignantSore-thrbat 
to  be  treated,  at  its  iirft  appearance  amongft 
us,  as  an  inflammatory  difeafe.  —  It  is  the 
fame  defed  which  leads  ignorant  practi¬ 
tioners  of  the  prefent  day  into  the  fame 
error. — A  fatal  error  !  to  which  the  lives  of 
thoufands  have  been  facrificed. 

But  it  may  always  be  molt  Cafily  avoided 
by  carefully  obferving  the  charaderiftie 
fymptoms  of  the  difeafe.

T^HAT  fpecies  of  Sore-throat  which  is 
ufually  called  ulcerous,  putrid,  and 
malignant,  is  charaderifed  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  fymptoms : 

A  RED  PAINFUl  SWELLING  OF  THE  TONSILS 
AND  MUCOUS  MEMBRANE  OF  THE  FAUCES,  AT¬ 
TENDED  WITH  ULCERS,  WHICH  ARE  COVERED 
BY  WHITE  OR  ASH-COLOURED  SLOUGHS,  WITH 
A  PUTRID  EXANTHEMATOUS  FEVER,  AND  WITH 
DIFFICULTY  OF  BREATHING  AND  SWALLOWING.

j^OME  fay  that  the  Malignant  Sore-  . 

throat  made  its  firft  appearance  in  the 
feventeenth  century  (about  the  year  1610) 
in  Spain;  that  it  fpread  from  thence  to 
Malta  and  Sicily,  and  afterwards  to  feveral 
parts  of  Italy,  fo  as  to  have  broke  out  at 
Naples  in  the  year  1618,  where  it  conti¬ 
nued  to  rage-for  twenty  years. 

It  is  certainly  true  that  the  diforder  did 
appear  at  this  time,  but  it  is  equally  cer¬ 
tain  that  the  antients  were  no  ftrangers  to 
it.

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the  famous  Afelepiades  was  acquainted 
with  this  difeafe;  and  from  a  curfory  ex- 
preffion  or  two  of  Caelius  Aurelianus  in 
the  fourth  chapter  of  his  third  book  upon 
acute  difeafes,  where  he  is  treating  of  the 
Angina,  he  appears  not  to  have  been  ig¬ 
norant  that  the  toniils  in  certain  circum- 
fiances  become  gangrenous. — In  the  fecond 
chapter  of  the  fame  book,  after  observing 
that  an  eryfipelatous  eruption  appearing 

upon  the  neck  and  bread:  is  ferviceable  in 

* 

angina’s  which  have  fubfifted  before,  yet 
he  remarks,  that  if  the  eryfipelas  come  on  . 
before  the  angina  or  along  with  it,  it  is 
rather  a  dangerous  and  ominous  appear¬ 
ance. - This  obfervation  is  only  ap¬ 

plicable  to  the  fcarlet  eruption,  fo  fre¬ 
quently  a  concomitant  of  Malignant  Sore-f 
throats. — But  all  thefe  accounts  are  imper- 
feft. 

The  only  antient  authors  who  have  left 
full  hillories  of  this  difeafe,  are  Aretseus 
Cappadox,  and  after  him  fEtius  Amidenus.

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All  who  examine  thefe  extracts  with  at-* 
tention  will  be  convinced,  that  both  Are- 
taeus  and  ./Etius  were  acquainted  with  the 
true  malignant  angina ;  though  it  muft  be 
acknowledged  that  the  fymptoms  are  enu¬ 
merated  more  fully,  and  marked  more  pre- 
eifely,<  by  the  phylicians  who  have  written 
upon  it  in  modern  times. 

The  firfl  modern  phylicians,  who  had  an 
opportunity  of  feeing  this  difeafe,  and  hate 
left  us  defcriptions  of  it,  were  thofe  of  Spain 
and  Italv. 

Ludovicus  Mercatus,  phyficiaa  to  Philip 
II.  and  III.  ;  and  Peter  Michael  de  Heredia, 
phylician  to  Philip  IV.  have  given  the  bell 
defcriptions  of  it,  as  it  appeared  in  Spain. 

• — J.  A.  Sgambatus,  M.  A.  Severinus, 
iEtius  Cletus,  and  Thomas  Bartholine, 
have  defcribed  its  appearance  in  Italy;  and 
J.  B.  Cortelius  has  done  the  fame  with 
reipedl  to  Meffina  in  Sicily.— Their  fete^ 
ral  accounts  agree  perfe&ly  well,  differing 
only  in  feme  theoretical  points,  which  oc- 

cafion 
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cafion  no  material  variation  in  their  prac¬ 
tice*

The  fame  difeafe  has  alfo  appeared  in 
fome  of  the  iflands  of  the  Archipelago, 
if  we  may  truft  to  an  imperfedt  defcription 
given  by  Tournefort*,  who  faw  it  in  the 
ifland  of  Milo* — “  Dans  le  temps  que  nous

1  he  malignant  fore  throat  was  firft 
taken  notice  oi  by  the  phyficians  in  Eng¬ 
land  in  the  year  1739. —In  1744,  that 
illuftrious  minifter  Henry  Pelham,  Efq; 
loft  all  the  male  branches  of  his  family  by 
this  diforder. — It  became  very  frequent  in 
London-,  in  the  years  1746-7-8,  when  it 
drew  the  attention  of  all  the  phyficians 
there ;  particularly  of  Dr.  Letherland*, 
and  the  ingenious  Dr.  Fothergill,  who 
loon  after  published  his  judicious  and 
accurate  obfervations  on  its  nature  and 
cure.  Soon  after  this,  it  appeared  in  va¬ 
rious  other  parts  of  the  kingdom,  and

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accounts  of  it  were  publiflied  by  Dr. 
Huxham,  our  late  excellent  phyfician 
Dr.  Wall,  Dr.  Johnftone  my  father, 

and  feveral  others.— The  hiftories  written 

» 

by  thefe  authors,  and  by  the  celebrated 
Dr.  RuiTell  are  fo  very  complete,  that  little 
can  be  added  to  them  by  fucceeding 
writers ;  excepting  fuch  peculiarities  as 
will  attend  it,  in  particular  feafons,  climates, 
and  fituations.  I  fhall  make  life  of  then^ 
all  in  collecting  a  full  hifioria  morbi,  or 
defcriptive  hiftory  of  the  difeafe. 


SECT.  3.  Defcriptive  hifiory  of  the 

difeafe. 

p  ROM  the  united  authority  of  all  the 
writers  on  this  diforder,  it  appears  to 
be  highly  malignant  in  its  nature,  rapid 
in  its  progrefs,  and  particularly  fatal  to 
fuch  as  are  poffefied  of  tender  fibres,  a  de¬ 
licate  ilrudture,  and  relaxed  habit;  prefer¬ 
ring  always  children  to  adults,  and  the 
female  fex  to  the  male.*— Thofe  perfons

alfo  who  have  been  debilitated  by  other 
difeafes,  and  are  newly  recovering  from 
them 5  are  particularly  liable  to  the  attack 
of  this,  and  the  infirm  of  all  forts  rather 
than  the  ftrong  and  vigorous,  though  the 
very  ftrongeft  if  much  converfant  with  the 
fick  are  liable  to  be  affedted  with  it.

ft  comes  on  with  different  fymptoms  in 
different  perfons;  but  in  general  the  pa¬ 
tient  is  affedted  with  a  great  degree  of 
langour  and  laffitude  often  for  feveral  days 
before,  fluttering,  weaknefs,  and  vague 
flying  pains  all  over  the  body :  thefe  are 
fucceeded  by  giddinefs  of  the  head,  chill- 
nefs  and  fhivering,  which  are  foon  followed 
by  great  heat. 

Chill  nefs  and  heat  fucceed  each  other- 
alternately  for  feveral  hours,  till  at  length 
the  heat  becomes  more  conftant  and  in-, 
tenfe.  —  The  patient  then  complains  of 
heat,  forenefs,  and  ftiffnefs,  rather  than 
pain  of  the  throat,  attended  with  hoarfe- 
nefs,  and  fometimes  with  a  cough  ;  great 

ftiffnefs 
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ftiffnefs  of  the  neck,  violent  ficknefs  with 
vomiting,  or  purging,  or  both. — ^Vomiting 
and  purging  however  are  mod  common  in 
children,  the  contrary  ftate  is  frequently 
pbferved  in  adults. 

The  face  foon  after  appears  red,  flufhed, 
and  bloated  ;  but  fometimes  it  is  pale  and 
funk,  the  eyes  appear  watery  and  inflamed. 
—Great  reftleflnefs,  anxiety,  fainting,  and 
remarkable  dejection  of  fpirits  come  on 
at  the  very  beginning. 

The  pulfe  from  the  firfl:  is  generally 
quick,  fmal!,  and  fluttering;  in  fome, 
hard  and  fmall ;  in  others,  foft  and  full; 
but  always  without  that  ftrength  and  firm- 
tiefs  which  accompany  inflammatory  dif- 
eafes. 

If  a  vein  be  opened  foon  after  the  attack 
of  this  diforder,  the  blood  appears  of  a 
frefh  florid  red  ;  but  if  left  to  fettle,  the 
craffamentum,  inflead  of  concreting  into 
^  firm  compadt  coagulum,  continues  to 

be 
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be  of  a  lax  gelatinous  texture  ;  the  ferun* 
is  in  very  large  proportion,  and  of  a  yellow 
colour.— The  urine  at  firft  appears  crude, 
like  whey;  as  the  difeafe  advances  it  turns 
yellower,  as  if  bile  were  diluted  in  it;  and 
loon  after  the  marks  of  recovery  begin 
to  appear,  it  commonly  grows  turbid,  de- 
poll  ting  a  farinaceoys  fediment. 

If  the  patient  is  feized  in  the  forepart  of 
the  day,  as  is  generally  the  cafe,  the  fymp- 
toms  are  greatly  aggravated  towards  night, 
and  the  heat  and  reftleffhefs  muchincreafed. 
—This  exacerbation  ufually  continues  till 
towards  morning,  when,  after  a  fhort  dis¬ 
turbed  Humber,  a  fweat  breaks  out  which 
considerably  mitigates  the  fymptoms  and 
makes  the  difeafe  appear  like  an  intermit¬ 
tent.  Evening  exacerbations  return  very 
conftantly  through  the  whole  courfe  of  the 
difeafe, 

* 

Soon  after  the  firft  attack,  or  at  the  fame 
time  with  it,  the  uvula  tonfils  and  maxil¬ 
lary  glands  appear  fwelled  and  inflamed, 

often 
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often  fo  much  as  even  in  the  very  begin* 
ning  to  threaten  ftrangulation.— Thefe  parts, 
with  the  velum  pendulum  palati,  and  the 

cheeks  on  each  fide  the  entrance  into  the 

* 

fauces  and  the  pharynx,  are  of  a  florid  red 
Or  crimfon  colour,  and  have  a  fhining  or 
glofly  appearance ;  this  colour  is  moll  ob- 
fervable  on  the  poflerior  edge  of  the  palate, 
the  angle  above  the  tonfils,  and  on  the 
tonfils  themfclves. 

After  this  feveral  white  fpots  are  fee  a 
upon  thefe  parts,  which  foon  increafe  to 
fuch  a  fize  as  to  cover  one  or  both  the 
tonfils;  they  are  generally  of  an  irregular 
figure  and  a  pale  white  colour,  often  fur- 
-  rounded  with  a  florid  red,  the  whitenefs 
appearing  very  much  like  that  of  the  gums 
when  they  are  prefled,  or  as  if  matter  was 
contained  underneath.  The  patient  com¬ 
plains  lefs  of  thirfl:  in  this  than  in  almoft 
any  other  acute  difeafe ;  the  tongue  is  com¬ 
monly  pretty  moift,  and  clean  at  the  top, 
out  funed  with  a  yellowifh  brown  coat  at 
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the  root. — At  other  times  it  appears  red* 
like  raw  flefh. 

The  breath  has  a  naufeous  offenfive  fmell* 
which  at  laft  becorpes  putrid,  and  fo  ftink- 
ing  as  to  be  almoft  intolerable  to  the  pa¬ 
tient  himfelf* 

In  the  progrefs  of  the  difeafe  all  thefe 
fymptorns  grow  much  worfe,  the  fever, 
reftleffnefs,  and  anxiety  become  more  con- 
fiderable,  the  difficulty  of  fwallowing 
greatly  inereafes,  and  the  head  turns  more 
giddy,  painful,  and  heavy,  with  conftant 
watchfulnefs,  and  very  frequently  with  de¬ 
lirium* 

Some  lie  in  a  ifupid,  almoft  infenfible 
ftate,  often  ftarting  and  muttering  to  them- 
felves  ;  the  fkin  becomes  more  hot,  dry, 
and  rough,  with  fear  cel  y  any  difpofition  to 
fweat* 

The  face,  neck,  breaft*  and  hands, 
even  to  the  fingers  ends,  become  of  a 

deep 
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deep  eryfipelatous  colour,  fenfibly  fwelled  j 
and  a  number  of  fmall  pimples  appear  on 
the  arms,  and  other  parts,  of  a  fiery  red  co¬ 
lour,  diftinguifhably  moreintenfe  than  that 
which  furrounds  them;  they  are  generally 
largeft  and  mo  ft  prominent  where  the  red- 
nefs  is  leaft  intenfe,  e .  g.  on  the  arms, 
hreaft,  and  lower  extremities • 

The  Angina  commonly  appears  before 
any  eruption  is  obfervable  ;  but  fometimes 
the  eruption  will  appear  before  the  Angi¬ 
na  ;  nay,  in  fome  cafes,  people  have  been 
feized  with  a  fevere  Angina  of  this  kind 
without  any  eruption  at  all;  yet  even  in 
thefe  cafes  a  great  itching  and  defquama- 
tion  of  the  ikin  has  come  on  :  this  how¬ 
ever  has  always  happened  among  adults, 

not  at  all  in  children. 

& 

The  puftules  are  often  fo  very  fmall 
that  they  cannot  eafily  be  feen,  but  may 
be  felt,  as  they  give  a  fort  of  roughnefs  to 
the  fkin,  which  appears  fwelled,  inflamed, 
and  of  a  crimfon  colour*

As 
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As  the  fkin  acquires  this  colour,  the 
ficknefs,  vomiting,  and  purging  generally 
abate,  but  not  univerfally ;  for  fometimes 
an  univerfal  fcarlet  eruption  has  appeared 
without  the  lead  abatement  of  the  fymp- 
toms,  nay  even  when  fome  of  the  fymp- 
toms  were  increaling.  Huxharn  relates 
feveral  indances  of  perfons  who  died  in  a 
raging  phrenzy,  at  the  fame  time  that  they 
were  covered  with  the  mod  univerfal  fiery 
rafh  he  ever  faw ;  from  which  he  concludes, 
that  the  eruption  only  denotes  the  quantity 
of  the  difeafe.  Notwithdanding  all  this, 
it  is  in  general  to  be  confidered  as  a  good 
fymptom  when  a  kindly  eruption  breaks 
out  on  the  fecond  or  third  day.— After  the 
eruption  has  appeared,  the  fauces  continue 
nearly  in  the  fame  date  as  before,  except 
that  the  white  fpots  become  more  opake ; 
and  we  are  now  allured,  that  what  was  be¬ 
fore  taken  for  the  covering  of  a  fuperficial 
tumour,  is  really  a  dough  covering  an 

ulcer  of  the  fame  dimenfions.

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All  the  parts  before  mentioned  are  liable 
to  thefe  ulcerations,  particularly  the  uvula, 
tonlils,  pharynx,  root  of  the  tongue,  and 

infide  of  the  cheeks  5  but  when  the  difor-

der  is  mild  the  ulcers  are  fo  exceedingly  fu- 
perficial  as  only  to  bediftinguifhed  from  the 
other  parts  by  a  little  inequality  of  the  fur- 
face,  though  at  other  times  the  ulcers, 
efpecially  if  not  carefully  attended  to,  will 
eat  very  deep  into  the  parts. 

The  parotids  alfo  fwell,  grow  hard  and 
painful  to  the  touch,  and,  when  the  difeafe 
Is  violent,  a  large  cedematous  tumour  fur- 
rounds  the  neck,  extends  to  the  breaft,  and 
greatly  increafes  the  danger. 

The  breathing  then  becomes  more  diffK 
cult,  with  a  kind  of  rattling  noife  as  if  the 
patient  was  fuffocating  ;  the  voice  is  hoarfe 
and  hollow  as  in  venereal  affections  of  the 
throat  and  fauces. — This  gave  occafion  to, 
the  Spanifh  name  Garrotillo. 

If  the  eruption  has  not  the  happy  effeCt 

of  alleviating  the  other  fymptoms,  they  are

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generally  much  increafed  the  following 
night,  and  a  particular  kind  of  delirium 

comes  on,  fomewhat  different  from  that 

(*■ 

which  attends  moft  other  difeafes.  The 
patient  commonly  anfwers  your  queftions 
'diftindtly  enough,  but  withunufual  quick- 
nefs,  talks  incoherently  when  alone,  and 
often  betrays  himfelf  by  affedting  too  great 
compofure ;  this  happens  moft  frequently 
to  thofe  who  fleep  but  little. 

Others  are  affeded  in  a  very  different 
manner ;  they  become  totally  ftupid  and 
comatofe, — In  this  way  they  generally  con¬ 
tinue  three  or  four  days  with  conftant  exa¬ 
cerbations  at  night,  but  more  or  lefs  of 
fweat  breaking  out  in  the  morning  ;  after 
which  the  patient  is  much  eafier,  a  great 
degree  of  faintnefs  only  remaining,  of 
which  he  complains  more  than  of  all  hi§ 
other  fufferings. 

This  difeafe  has  no  regular  crifis,  nor 
any  conftant  period  that  can  be  called  its 
acme.  Some  grow  better  from  the  very 
iirft  day  of  its  attack,  but  more  commonly 

under 
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under  proper  treatment  the  difeafe  is  re¬ 
moved  on  or  before  the  feventh  day,  and 
generally  is  at  its  heighth  in  young  perfons 
about  the  fourth,  fifth,  or  fixth  days,  and 
in  more  elderly  perfons  not  fo  foon  ;  fome 

indeed  are  carried  off  on  the  fecond  or  third 

»  -  . 

day  by  the  matter  falling  upon  their  lungs, 
and  bringing  on  pe  ripneumony. 

When  the  difeafe  has  run  its  courfe,  aqd 
the  patient  begins  to  recover,  the  fymptoms 
proceed  in  the  following  order. 

If,  after  a  gentle  eafy  fweat,  the  rednefs 
of  the  fldn  and  the  heat  grow  lefs,  the 
pulfe  become  more  flow,  firm,  and  equal, 
the  external  fwelling  of  the  neck  fubfide, 
the  Houghs  cafl:  off  in  a  kindly  manner, 
and  appear  clean  and  florid  at  the  bottom, 
the  ulcerations  fill  up,  the  patient  fleep 
without  confufion  and  be  compofed  when 
awake,  his  appetite  for  folid  food  return, 
his  breathing  be  foft  and  free,  fome  degree 
of  vigour  and  quicknefs  return  to  the  eyes, 
and  gentle,  fweats  continue  with  plentiful 


'expectoration  and  defquammatien  of  the 
cuticle,  the  patient  will  foon  recover. 

But  on  the  other  hand,  if  a  rigor  come 
qn,  if  the  exanthemata  fuddenly  difappear>5 
or  become  livid  or  black,  the  pulfe  fmall 
and  quick,  (kin  hot  and  parched,  breath¬ 
ing  difficult,  the  eyes  dead  and  gloffy,  the 
tirine  pale  and  limpid,  and  phrenzy  or  coma 
come  on,  with  cold  clammy  fweats  on  the 
face  or  extremities  •  and  efpecially  if  there 
fhould  be  any  fingultus,  or  hidden  liquid 
and  involuntary  {tools  -y  thefe  fymptoms  arq 
certain  marks  of  approaching  death. 

In  fome  the  face  is  much  bloated  and 
very  fallow,  the  whole  neck  much  fvvelled, 
and  has  a  cadaverous  look,  and  the  whole 
body  oedematous  to  fuch  a  degree,  that  an 
impreffion  made  with  the  finger  will  re¬ 
main  fixed,  which  plainly  {hews  a  ffcagna-, 
tion  in  the  capillaries,  and  total  lofs  of 
el  aft  icily  in  the  fibres.— The  breath  towards 
the  fourth  or  fifth  day  becomes  more  and 
more  foetid  fo  as  to  be  aWblutely  infuffer- 
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able,  and  the  patient  lpits  up  a  large  quati- 
tity  of  {linking  purulent  mucus,  fometimes 
tinged  with  blood,  and  of  a  livid  colour. 


The  infide  of  the  noflrils  is  inflamed  and 
excoriated,  and  continually  dripping  down 
a  thin  corrofive  famous  ichor,  or  white  pu¬ 
trid  matter,  which  is  fo  acrid  as  to  exco¬ 
riate  the  lips,  cheeks,  and  hands  of  chil¬ 
dren  labouring  under  the  difeafe,  and  even 
the  fingers  and  arms  of  the  nurfes  who  at¬ 
tend  them. 

This  fame  acrid  matter  pafling  into  the 
flomachs  of  children  may  be  one  reafon 
•why  they  have  this  diforder  more  feverely 
than  adults. — This  virulent  matter  pro¬ 
ducing  the  fame  effects  on  the  inteftines 
as  on  other  parts  of  the  body,  is  the  oc- 
cafion  of  thofe  violent  gripings,  dyfentery, 
and  excoriations  in  the  anus  and  buttocks, 
which  fometimes  attend  it,  and  which 
{hew  that  the  fanies  retains  its  virulence 
throughout  the  alimentary  canal. 

The  trachea  too  is  fometimes  excoriated 
by  this  matter,  and  pieces  of  its  internal 

membrane 
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membrane  are  fpit  up  with  much  blood 
and  corrupted  mucus,  which  has  caufed 
the  patient  to  linger  for  fome  time,  and 
at  length  die  tabid. 

Haemorrhages  from  the  nofe  are  alfo 
very  commoh  during  the  whole  courfe  of 
this  diifeafe,  and  the  menfes  frequently 

appear,  in  thofe  who  are  of  an  age  to  have 
them,  foon  after  the  attack  of  the  difeafe, 
though  the  proper  period  may  be  at  a  con- 
fiderable  diftance  ;  and  when  feized  at  the 
ufbal  period,  the  difcharge  is  always  much 
greater  than  common;  nay  fome  have  men- 
Uruated  during  their  illnefs  who  never  had 
the  lead  fign  of  it  before. — This  evacua¬ 
tion,  unlefs  very  copious,  does  no  great 
harm;  but  when  exceffive,  it  occafions 
fainting,  and  increafes  all  the  other  fymp- 
toms. 

Some  account  of  the  feveral  appear¬ 
ances,  difcovered  by  diffe&ing  bodies 
which  have  died  of  this  diforder,  is  necef- 

fary  to  compleat  the  hiftcry  of  it.

The  celebrated  Lkut  and  *  found  not 
only  the  fauces  and  nofe,  but  the  larynx

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trachea  and  bronchia  full  of  ulcers,  which 

*  .  % 

were  covered  with  the  fame  fort  of  floughs, 
as  thofe  which  are  feen  upon  the  tonfils, 
palate,  uvula,  &c. 

In  feveral  other  cafes  he  fa w  them  fpread 
through  the  whole  length  of  the  oefopha- 

gus,  ftomach,  and  inteftines* - - 1  have 

already  obferved,  that  this  is  always  to  be 
fufpedted  when  the  patient  complains  much 
of  griping  pains,  or  is  afflidled  with  vio¬ 
lent  diarrhoea. 

Mr.  Le  Cat**  in  his  account  of  a  ma¬ 
lignant  diftemper,  attended  with  ulcers  in 
the  throat,  which  appeared  at  Rouen  in 
1753-54,  mentions  feveral  inftances  in 
which  the  villous  coat  of  the  inteftines  was 
mortified  through  the  whole  length  of  the 
alimentary  canal;  nay,  in  fome  cafes,  all 
the  coats  of  the  inteftines  were  mortified 
to  fo  great  a  degree  that  the  feeces  paffed

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through  them  Into  the  cavity  of  the  ab¬ 
domen. 

The  ingenious  Dr.  Withering  has  pub- 
lifhed  the  following  accurate  diffedtions

burgh  in  the  year  1766,

The  following  diffedtions  of  fuch  chil¬ 
dren  as  have  died  of  the  Croup,  deferve 
particular  notice  here,  becaufe  they  have  fo 
many  circumftances  in  common  with  the 
preceding  ones,  and  becaufe  a  very  clofe 
connedtion  of  that  difeafe  with  the  Malig¬ 
nant  Angina  will  hereafter  be  pointed  out. 

Dr.  Bard  who  has  written  an  account  of 
this  difeafe,  as  it  appeared  in  America,  gives 
the  three  following  diffedtions. 

ff  I  have  had  an  opportunity  of  examine 
ing  the  nature  apd  feat  of  this  difeafe,  from 
diffedtion,  in  three  in  fiances..— One  was 
a  child  of  three  years  old.' — Her  firft  com-* 
plaint  was  an  uneafinefs  in  her  throat.— Upon 

examining 
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examiningit,  the  tonfils  appeared  fwelled  and 
inflamed,  with  large  white  floughs  upon 
them,  the  edges  of  which  were  remark¬ 
ably  more  red  than  the  other  parts  of  the 

throat, — She  had  no  great  forenefs  in  her 
throat,  and  could  fwallow  with  little  or 
no  difficulty. — She  complained  of  a  pain 
under  her  left  breaft;  her  pulfe  was  quick, 
foft,  and  fluttering. — The  heat  of  her  body 
was  not  very  great,  and  her  fkin  was  moift; 
her  face  was  fwellcd ;  fire  had  a  confiderabl© 
proftration  of  Arength,  with  a  very  great 
difficulty  of  breathings  a  very  remarkable 
hollow  cough,  and  a  peculiar  change  in 
the  tone  of  her  voice.— The  next  day  her 
difficulty  of  breathing  was  increased,  and 
fhe  drew  her  breath  in  the  manner  before 
defcribed,  as  if  the  air  was  forced  through 
too  narrow  apaflage;  fo  that  fhe  feemed' 
incapable  of  filling  her  lungs. — She  was 
exceedingly  reftlefs,  toffing  perpetually 
from  fide  to  fide  ;  was  fenfible;  and,  when 
afked  a  queftion,  would  give  a  pertinent 
anfwer  ;  but  other  wife,  fhe  appeared  dull 
and  comatous, — AH  thefe  fymptoms  con¬ 
tinued 
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tinned,  or  rather  increafed,  until  the  third 
night,  on  which  hie  had  five  or  fix  loofe 
ftools,  and  died  early  in  the  morning. 

Upon  examining  the  body,  which  was 
done  on  the  afternoon  of  the  day  fhe  died, 
all  the  back  parts  of  the  throat,  and  the 
root  of  the  tongue,  were  found  interfperfed 
with  floughs,  which  Hill  retained  their 
whitifh  colour. —  Upon  removing  them, 
the  parts  underneath  appeared  rather  pale 
than  inflamed. — No  putrid  fmell  could  be 
perceived  from  them,  nor  was  the  corpfe 
in  the  leaf!;  often  five. — The  celophagus,  or 

gullet,  appeared  as  in  a  found  ftate.— The 
epiglottis,  which  covers  the  wind-pipe,  was 
a  little  inflamed ;  and  its  external  furface, 
and  the  inner  fide,  together  with  the 
whole  larynx,  was  covered  with  the  fame 
tough  white  floughs  as  the  glands  of 
the  throat.— The  whole  trachea,  quite 
down  to  its  divifion  in  the  lungs,  was 
lined  with  an  infpiflated  mucus,  in  form 
of  a  membrane,  remarkably  tough  and 
firm;  which,  when  it  came  into  the  lungs, 

feemed 
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deemed  to  grow  thin  and  difappeaf*  It 
Was  fo  tough  as  to  require  no  inconfider- 
able  force  to  tear  it,  and  came  out  whole 
from  the  trachea,  which  it  left  with  much 
eafe,  and  refembled,  more  than  any  thing 
1b@th  in  thicknefs  and  appearance,  a  fheath 
-of  thin  fbamoy  leather.  —  The  inner* 
membrane  of  the  trachea  was  ilightly  ixi^- 
“  flamed ;  the  lungs  too  appeared  inflamed, 
4s  in  peripne-umoniG  cafes ;  particularly  the 
right  lobe,  on  which  there  were  many 
'large  livid  fpots,  though  neither  rotten  or 
offenlive*  and  the  left  lobe  had  fm all  black 
fpots  upon  it,  refembling  thofe  marks  left 
tinder  the  fkin  by  gunpowder.  —  Upon 
cutting  into  any  of  the  larger  fpots  which 
appeared  on  the  right  lobe,  a  bloody  fanies 
ilTued from  them  withoutfrothing;  whereas 
upon  cutting  thofe  parts  which  appeared 

found,  a  whitifh  froth,  but  ilightly  tinged 
with  blood,  followed  the  knife. 

t€  The  fecond  diffedtion  I  attended  was 
of  a  child  about  feven  years  old,  who  had 
all  the  fymptoms  with  which  this  difeafe 

is 
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is  commonly  attended,  except  that,  in  this 
cafe,  the  glands  of  the  throat  and  upper 
parts  of  the  wind-pipe  were  found  entirely 
free  from  any  complaint  ;  and  the  difeafe 
feemed  to  be  confined  to  the  trachea  only, 
which  was  lined  with  this  tough  mucus, 
infpiffated  fo  as  to  refemble  a  membrane* 

€C  We  could  trace  it  into  the  larger  di- 
vifions  of  the  trachea,  and  it  was  evident 
that  the  fmallefl  branches  were  obftrudted 
by  it.  For  it  was  very  obfervable  that  upon 
opening  the  breaft,  the  lungs  did  not  col- 
lapfe  as  much  as  ufual,  but  remained  dis¬ 
tended,  and  felt  remarkably  firm  and  heavy, 
as  if  they  were  fluffed  with  the  fame 
mucus. 

"  The  laft  was  a  child  of  about  three 

-H 

years  old,  who  died  in  thirty  fix  hours  after 
the  difficult  breathing  firft  came  on;  yet 
even  in  this  cafe,  I  difcovered  and  fhewed 
to  feveral  by-ftanders,  the  infpiffated  mucus 
which  lined  the  trachea,  and  which  was 
fo  remarkable  as  to  be  evident  to  all  who 

G  faw 
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law  it,  that  it  mufl  have  been  the  caufe  o£ 
the  child’s  death.” 

Appearances  very  iimilar  to  thefe  are  alfo 
defcribed  bj?  the  learned  profeffor  Martin 
in  a  diffedtion  related  by  H.  C.  D.  Wilcke 
in  his  Inaugural  DilTertation  publifhed  at 
Stockholm*.

We  are  likewife  Indebted  to  Profeffor 
Home,  for  an  account  of  fuch  appearances 
as  were  obferved  by  him  in  differing  fome 
children  who  died  of  this  difeafe. 

**  On  opening  the  trachea  of  thefe  chil¬ 
dren,  it  was  found  to  be  lined  with  a 
whitilh  membrane,  under  which  a  collec¬ 
tion  of  pus  was  formed.^-Pus  of  the  fame 
nature  was  alfo  fqueezed  from  the  branches 
of  the  bronchia  within  the  fubftance  of 
the  lungs,  though,  in  other  refpefts,  they 
feemed  quite  found,  and  f^ee  from  ixx? 
flammation. 
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CHAPTER  II. 


H  E  malignant  is  fo  totally  different 


from  every  other  fpecies  of  Angina, 
that  if  the  hiftory  of  the  difeafe  be  well 
underffood,  there  can  be  but  little  danger 
Of  miffaking  it.- — - — However  as  this 
very  effential  article  cannot  be  too  minutely 
attended  to,  I  fliall  briefly  point  out  the 
principal  fymptoms  which  diftinguifh  it 
from  the  inflammatory  Angina,  the  only 
fpecies  with  which  it  is  liable  to  be  con-» 
founded*. 

Children,  women,  the  relaxed,  weak, 
and  flckly  are  moftfubjeft  to  the  malignant

angina* 
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angina.— Adults,  men,  the  healthy,  and 
robufl  are  moft  fubjeit  to  the  inflam¬ 
matory. 

The  malignant  fpecies  is  moft  common 
in  autumn,  and  is  highly  contagious. — The 
inflammatory  ufually  appears  in  the  fpring, 
and  is  never  contagious, — Both  of  them 
begin  with  £hivering,  but  the  malignant 

is  more  commonly  attended  with  ficknefs, 

/ 

vomiting,  purging,  and  acute  pain  of  the 
head,  than  the  inflammatory.— In  the 
former,  the  pulfe  is  "quick,  weak,  une¬ 
qual,  and  fluttering,  fometimes  heavy  and 
tmdofe. — In  the  latter,  it  is  frequent, 
ftrong,  full,  andhard.— The  malignant  is 
attended  with  but  little  pain ;  the  inflam¬ 
matory  with  very  acute  pain. -—The  malig¬ 
nant  fort  is  always  attended  with  proftra- 
tion  of  ftrength,  dejection  of  fpirits,  per¬ 
petual  anxiety,  fighing,  and  great  oppref- 
fion  at  the  praacardia,  with  dull,  heavy, 
watry  eyes. — But  whenever  floughs  appear, 
efpecially  if  they  are  accompanied  with  a 

or  eryfipelatous  eruption  upon  the 

fkin* 
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/kin,  there  can  then  be  no  doubt  concern-* 
ing  the  true  nature  of  the  difeafe,  and  all 
fuipicion  of  inflammation  muft  vanifh. 

There  is  but  one  other  fpecies  of  Angina 
from  which  this  difeafe  requires  any  diff 
tindion,  and  that  is  the  Croup,  Angina 
Jnfantium,  or  Suffocatio  Stridula.— Afmall 
degree  of  attention  to  the  /everal  diviflons 
of  that  difteroper,  which  have  been  made 
by  the  be  ft  writers,  will  /hew  that  in 
refpeft  to  many  of  the  cafes,  there  can  be 
no  diftindion,  becaufe  in  reality  there 
is  no  difference. 

The  juftly  celebrated  Dr.  Whytt  was 
u/ed  in  his  clinical  ledures  to  divide  the 
iiiffocatio  ftridula  into  the  /pafmodic,  the 
inflammatory,  and  the  putrid. — — Profefl'or 
Home,  in  treating  this  fubjed,  fays, 
“  There  are  two  different  fituations  of  fuff 
iocatio  ftridula,  one  inflammatory  and  lefs 
dangerous,  the  other  lefs  inflammatory  and 
highly  dangerous;  in  the  former,  the 
pulfe  is  generally  ftrong,  the  face  red, 

■  "  .  drought 
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drought  great,  and  they  agree  with  evacu¬ 
ations  $  in  the  latter,  the  pulfe  is  very 
quick  and  foft,  great  weaknefs,  tongue 

moift,  lefs  drought,  and  evacuations  haften 
death.” 

The  firft  and  fecond  fpecies  of  Croup , 
attended  with  fpafmodic  and  inflammatory 
fymptoms,  may  be  eafily  diftinguifhed 
from  this  difeafe  in  the  fame  manner  as 
the  Inflammatory  Angina.  But  with  re- 
fpedt  to  the  third  fpecies ;  as  it  is  attended 
with  the  very  fymptoms  of  malignant 
angina ;  as  the  diffedtions  already  related 
prove  the  trachea  to  be  affedted  in  the 
fame  manner  by  the  malignant  angina, 
and  the  putrid  fuffocatio  ftridula ;  as  the 
writings  of  Huxham,  and  the  experience 
of  other  phyficians,  affure  us  that  the  ftridu- 
lous  voice  is  a  common  attendant  on  malig¬ 
nant  angina ;  and  as  all  authors  agree  that 
the  putrid  fuffocatio  ftridula  is  increafed  by 
the  fame  circumftances,  and  cured  by  the 
fame  remedies,  there  certainly  cannot  be 
ftronger  reafons  for  arranging  it  among 

the 


tlie  varieties  of  malignant  angina.  Hence 
arifes  the  propriety  of  dividing  the  ma¬ 
lignant  angina  into — • 

1.  Angina  maligna  tonfillaris. 

2.  Angina  maligna  trachealis. 

The  firft  of  thefe  comprehends  all  cafes 
where  ulcerations  are  fpread  over  every 
part  of  the  mouth  and  throat,  when  the 
Larynx  is  not  affedled,  which  are  marked 
by  the  ordinary  fymptoms,  and  difcovered 
by  infpedting  the  throat. 

The  fecond  takes  in  all  cafes,  where 
ulcers  are  formed  in  the  Larynx  and  Bron¬ 
chia,  which  are  difcoverable  by  fharpnefs 
and  fhrillnefs  of  the  voice,  increafed  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  refpiration,  frequent  cough,  and 
expectoration  of  putrid  mucus,  at  the 
fame  time  that  the  fauces  are  covered  over 
with  white  fioughs. 

This  is  a  diftindtion  of  fome  importance, 
and  deferves  attention,  becaufe  it  gives 

much 
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much  afliftance  in  forming  a  prognofis  of 
the  event. — When  ulcers  have  found  their 
way  into  the  trachea,  we  can  feldom  expert 
a  cure,  and  in  the  very  few  cafes  of  this 

kind,  where  recovery  may  be  hoped  for, 
it  mull  be  brought  about  by  fome  variation 
ia  the  method  of  treatment.

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CHAPTER  III. 

Caufes  of  the  Malignant  Angina , 

^TPHESE  are  belt  underfloor!  by  confix 
A  dering  them,  as  predifpoJing>  occa - 
Jiotlaly  exciting ,  and  proximate . 


SECT,  i.  Predi/pojing  caufes , 

1  *  ^e^axe^  of  body.— — ‘Each 

of  the  feveral  progreffive  ftages 
in  life,  from  certain  peculiarities  of  con- 
flitution  taking  place  in  it,  is  liable  to 
particular  difeafes.' — —Children,  who  have 
always  a  relaxed  habit,  and  fibres  ex¬ 
tremely  delicate  and  tender,  are  more  efpe- 
cially  liable  to  difeafes  which  arife  from 
that  fource ;  hence  the  Malignant  Angina 

is 
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is  more  common  among  ft  them  than 
among#  adults,  and  for  the  fame  reafon 
women  are  more  liable  to  it  than  men. — * 
Relaxation  from  other  caufes  will  produce 
fimilar  effedts. 

2.  Debility  by  whatever  caufe  induced. — * 
Exceffive  fatigue,  and  too  meagre  diet  pre- 
difpofe  to  this  difeafe,  and  may  perhaps 
explain  in  fome  degree,  why  the  lower 
claffes  of  people  are  more  fubjedt  to  it 
than  thofe  who  live  at  their  eafe,  ufe  a 
generous  diet,  and  drink  wine. — In  the 
fame  way,  too  copious  evacuations  predif* 
pofe  to  this  difeafe;  hence,  women  who 
have  the  menflrual  difcharge  in  a  large 
quantity  are  particularly  fubjedt  to  it. 

All  the  depreffing  paffions,  viz.  Fear, 
terror,  grief,  &c.  are  certain  means  of 

debilitating  the  fyftem,  and  rendering  fuch 
as  are  unhappily  under  their  influence,  par¬ 
ticularly  lufceptible  of  mfedtion. — Where- 
ever  contagious  difeafes  prevail,  thofe 
timorous  people  who  dread  them  moft  are 

El  a  generally 
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generally  fooneft  affeded,  and  moft  feverely 
handled  by  them. 

3.  Too  great  acrimony  of  the  fluids," 
People  who  have  a  fcorbutic,  or  fcrophu- 
lous  habit,  thofe  who  have  taken  large 
quantities  of  mercury,  and  fuch  as  have 
been  confined  to  animal  diet  through  want 
of  freflh  vegetables,  are  peculiarly  liable 

to  this  and  all  putrid  diforders. - - — In 

this  fet  of  caufes  may  be  reckoned  fup- 
prefled  excretions,  which,  unlefs  they  are 
reftored  by  timely  afliftances,  generally 
bring  on  a  putrid  ftate  of  the  fyftem. 


SECT.  2.  Qccajional  caufe . 

There  is  only  one  occafiona!  caufe 
of  this  dileafe,  which  is  a  fpecijic 

pejlilential  contagion . 

A  little  acquaintance  with  the  hiftory  of 
this  dileafe  is  fufficient  to  evince  its  con¬ 
tagious*  nature —At  its  firft  appearance, 
in  every  place  from  which  we  have  re¬ 
ceived 
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ceived  accounts  of  it,  it  has  fpread  very  ra* 
pidly  and  extenfively,  particularly  among 
children  and  all  fuch  as  had  anydigns  of 

predifpofition  about  them. - Whenever 

it  came  into  any  family,  it  generally  af- 
fedted  all  the  children  there,  unlefs  they 
were  carefully  removed  out  of  the  reach  of 
infection ;  and  even  thofe  adults  who  much 
attended  the  fick,  efpecially  if  they  re¬ 
ceived  any  breath  immediately  from  the 
patient,  fcarcely  ever  efcaped  its  attack. 

_ _ Its  fymptoms  too  have  always  been 

mod  violent  and  fatal,  at  its  firfl  appear¬ 
ance  in  every  place,  and  in  its  future  pro- 
grefs  they  gradually  became  more  mild 
and  gentle;  a  notorious  circtimftance  in 
the  hiftory  of  fpecific  contagions  which 
is  not  eafily  to  be  accounted  for. — One 
probable  reafon  of  it  is,  that  the  perfons 
moft  ftrongly  predifpofed  are  always  firfl 
attacked. — It  may  alfo  be  owing  in  fbme 
degree  to  the  difference  of  treatment,, 
which  is  never  fo  well  underflood  when 
the  difeafe  makes  its  firfl  appearance,  as 
when  it  has  proceeded  farther  in  its  courfe. 

However, 
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However,  feme  thing  mufl  Hill  be  att'fi* 
bated  to  the  nature  of  the  contagion  itfelf* 
which  is  generally  conveyed  from  one 
country  to  another  in  cloaths  or  other 
goods,  affording  a  kind  of  fomes  where  it 
ferments,  and  by  that  means  acquires  a 
greater  degree  of  virulence  than  it  ever  has 
when  received  from  a  patient  labouring 

under  the  difeafe. - The  ingenious  Pro- 

ielfor  Cullen  has  demonftrated  this  to  be 
the  cafe  in  refped  to  the  contagion  of  the 
plague,  and  it  is  highly  probable  that  the 
fame  thing  happens  in  the  contagion  of 
the  Malignant  Angina. 

Another  circumftance,  which  proves  the 
contagion  to  be  fpecific,  is  the  gradual 
progrefs  of  the  difeafe  from  one  country 
to  another. — We  are  told  by  Aretseus,  that 
this  diforder  was  common  in  fEgypt;  and 
it  is  probable  that,  like  many  other  pefti- 
lential  difeafes,  it  had  its  origin  in  that 
country  which  is  fo  remarkable  a  femi- 
nary  of  contagion,  in  confequence  of  the 
unwholefome  miafmata  with  which  it 

abounds. 


abounds. — From  ./Egypt  it  feems  to  have 
been  communicated  to  Syria,  Natolia,  and 
tne  i  (lands  of  the  Archipelago.  It  was  after¬ 
wards  carried  to  Italy,  Sicily,  and  Spain  ; 
and  appears  to  have  been  fpread  by  the 
Spaniards  through  all  the  reft  of  Europe. 
—It  broke  out  and  raged  with  the  greateft 
fury,  both  in  France  and  this  illand,  foon 
after  the  beginning  of  the  Spanifti  war. — * 
Thus  contagion  evidently  appears  to  be 
the  uniform  and  conftant  occafional  caufe 
of  this  diforder;  but  its  effedts  on  the  fyf- 
tcm  may  be  greatly  increafed  by  other  cir» 
cumftances  adling  as  exciting  caufes. 


SECT.  3.  Exciting  caufis, . 

T  H  E  principal  of  thefe  are, 

1-  Moift  climates  and  feafons,  and 

low,  wet,  marfhy  fituations. — Thefe  are 
particularly  unwholeibme  when  joined 
with  heat,  for  heat  combined  with  moif- 
ture  is  well  known  to  be  a  tnoft  powerful 

promoter 
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promoter  of  putrefaction.  ■■ — -It  appears 
from  the  hiAory  of  the  weather,  in  the 
feafons  which  preceded  the  appearance  of 
this  diforder  in  1753,  as  it  is  given  by 
Dr.  Huxham  at  Plymouth,  and  Dr.  John- 
ftone  at  Kidderminfter,  that  there  had 
been  much  wet,  hazy,  and  rainy  weather, 
attended  with  a  warm,  rather  than  a  cold 
atmofphere. — In  the  winter  before  there 
had  been  very  few  frofts,  and  thofe  of 
fhort  duration. — The  latter  of  thefe  places 
is  fituated  ver^  low,  and  furrounded  with 
meadows,  which  are  frequently  overflow¬ 
ed  by  a  fmall  river  running  through  the 
town  ;  the  water  thus  Aagoated  becomes 
putrid,  and  renders  the  place  peculiarly 
liable  to  malignant  difeafes. — The  perni¬ 
cious  effeCt  of  marfh  miafmata  on  the  hu¬ 
man  conflitution,  and  their  power  of  pro¬ 
ducing  intermittent  fevers,  is  fufiicient  to 
prove  that  they  will  greatly  aflift  contagion 
in  the  prefent  cafe,  and  it  is  well  known 
that  fuch  fituations  as  thefe  are  moft  fubjeCt 
to  putrid  difeafes  of  every  kind. 

2.  Effluvia 
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Effluvia  arifing  from  a  riumbef  of 
people  collected  together  in  a  fmall  fpace, 
where  the  air  has  not  fufficient  accefs  to 
carry  off  the  perfpirable  matter  which  is 
continually  exhaling  from  their  bodies : 
efpecially  when  the  perfons  thus  crowded 
together  are  of  the  poorer  fort,  not 
having  proper  change  of  cloaths*  and 
living  in  houles  where  little  or  no  atten- 
tion  is  paid  to  clcanlinefs, — This  alone  has 
often  been  fufficient  to  caufe  fevers  of  the 
mod  dangerous  and  malignant  nature 
among  fuch  as  have  been  clofely  confined 
in  gaols,  hofpitals,  and  camps. —  It  is  not 
therefore  to  be  wondered  at,  that  the  con¬ 
tagion  of  the  Malignant  Angina  ffiould  be 
rendered  much  more  violent  and  fatal  by 
the  concurrence  of  fo  powerful  a  caufe. 

Such  are  the  chief  remote  caufes  of  the 
diiorder :  I  am  next  to  confider  what  is 
the  proximate  caufe.

SECT.  4.  Proximate  caufe . 

jp  ROM  all  that  has  been  advanced  ir i 

the  preceding  part  of  this  diflertation,  if 

>-<  ' 

is  fufliciently  clear  that  the  proximate  caufe 
of  Malignant  Angina  is  a  putrid  acrimony 
conveyed  into  the  iyffcem. — Hence,  all  the 
fymptoms  may  be  eafily  explained,  as 
arifing  from  a  debility  of  the  nervous 
power,  and  a  dillblved  ftate  of  the  circular 
ting  fluids.-— But  fnould  it  be  afked,  why 
does  this  acrimony  affedt  the  fauces  rathef 
than  any  other  part?  It  is  a  circumftanee  I 
can  only  Account  for  from  the  particular 
fituation  of  thefe  parts,  which  expofes 
them  more  than  any  others  to  be  added 
upon  by  putrid  and  contagious  effluvia.— 
They  are  placed  diredtly  in  the  way  of  all 
that  air  which  pafies  to  and  from  the 
lungs  in  refpiration.— According  to  the 
calculation  of  Dr.  Hales,  48,000  cubic 
inches  of  air  are  infpired  every  hour,  which 
in  its  return  carries  off  408  grains  of  per- 
fpirable  matter  exhaled  from  the  lungs. — • 

This 


This  matter  is  highly  charged  with  phlp- 
giflon,  and  affedts  the  air  in  the  very  famo 
manner  as  putrefaction,  and  every  other 
phlogiftic  procefs. — Refpiration  is  now 
clearly  proved  to  be  a  procefs  of  the  phlo¬ 
giftic  kind*,  and  its  principal  ufe  to  dif? 
charge  thofe  putrid  effluvia  from  the  blood, 
which  it  acquires  in  the  coucfe  of  circula¬ 
tion,  and  which  never  fail  to  produce 
putrid  difeafes  when  retained.  Hence  it  is 
evident,  that  whenever  the  feptic  tendency 
of  an  animal  body  is  increafed  by  conta¬ 
gion,  (as  in  the  prefent  infiance)  or  any 
other  morbid  caufe ;  the  refpired  air  then 


*  This  appears  from  ths  very  ingenious  and  decifive  expe¬ 
riments  of  Dr.  Prieftley,  which  plainly  demonltrate  that  the 
dark  colour  of  the  blood  in  the  veins  and  right  ventricle  of 
the  heart  is  owing  to  the  phlogifton  that  it  then  contains  ; 
©nd  that  the  reftoration  of  its  florid  appearance  in  the  left 
ventricle  and  the  arteries,  is  owing  to  the  difcharge  of  that 
principle  by  the  lungs. — I  have  attended  with  particular  fatifr 
faftion  to  thefe  experiments,  becaufe  they  confirm  an  idea 
which  I  had  before  entertained,  and  communicated  to  a  me* 
dical  fociety  at  Edinburgh  in  a  paper  read  at  one  of  their, 
meetings  in  the  year  1772.

vapour,  which  in  its  expiration  is  blown 
with  confiderable  force  againft  the  fauces 
and  entrance  into  the  throat,  as  well  as  the 
larynx  and  nofe. — All  thefe  parts  are  plen¬ 
tifully  fupplied  with  lymphatic  velfels  and 
glands  which  abforb  the  putrid  matter, 
and  by  fubfequent  tumours  and  ulcerations 
prove  themfelves  to  be  the  chofen  feats,

TO  CORRECT  THE  PUTRESCENT  TENDENCY 


THROUGHOUT  THE  SYSTEM  IN  GENERAL,  AND 
TO  STOP  THE  PROGRESS  OF  PUTREFACTION  IN 
PARTICULAR  PARTS. 

The  means  of  anfwering  this  indication 
have  been  exceedingly  various  in  the  hands 
of  different  practitioners. — I  fhall  mention 
the  chief  of  them,  and  give  my  own  opi¬ 
nion  concerning  each  in  its  turn. 


SECT. 


SECT.  i.  Effects  of  remedies  cor  fide  red: 


A.  L  E  E  D  I  N  G.  This  has  been 
efteemed  a  remedy  of  great  impor¬ 
tance  in  the  Malignant  Angina;  it  was 
therefore  much  ufed  by  the  ancients,  and 
has  been  recommended  by  every  writer 
upon  the  fubjed:,  till  the  publication  of 
Dr.  Fothergill’s  ingenious  treatife. 

Having  already  feen  the  methods  of 
cure  propofed  by  Aretasus  and  fEtius,  it 
would  be  ufelefs  to  repeat  any  part  of  them 
here  :  only  let  it  be  remembered,  that  they 
both  recommend  bleeding  in  the  beginning 
of  the  diforder,  from  the  idea  of  its  heine 

o 

inflammatory.  For  the  fame  reafon,  as  well 
as  to  bring  on  a  revulfion,  bleeding  has  alio 
been  recommended  by  the  principal  Spaniih 
and  Italian  phyflcians.  — “  Difputare  coepi- 
mus,”  fays  Mercatus,  66  de  fanguine  extra- 
lien  do :  fiquidem  non  defuerunt  medici,  qui 
id  renuerent:  cseterum,  unanimi  cOnfulen- 

tium 
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iium  confenfu,  primo  die  fanguinem  niifi- 
mus,  cruribus  fcarificatis,  et  mox  odtava 
nodtis  hora  brachiis,  aut  fi  ultra  duos  an- 
nos  fuerit  natus,  ex  vena  brachii :  in  hoc 

malo  plurimum  vereri  oportet  vires  plur'i— 
mum  dejicere.”  * 

Severinus  advifes  bleeding  from  four  to 
eight  ounces  5  and  Heredia  fays,  “  brevif- 
lime  fecandam  elfe  venam  in  hoc  confiten- 
tur  omnes.” 

Upon  thefe  authorities  the  fame  remedy 

was  generally  adopted  by  phyficians,  till 

the  judicious  FothergilJ,  more  attentive  to 

the  genuine  nature  of  the  difeafe  than  to 

the  authority  of  any  preceding  writers, 

and  convinced  by  his  own  experience  that 

bleeding  inftead  of  mitigating  the  lymp- 

toms  always  increafed  them,  gave  us  his 

opinion  in  the  following  terms.

Bleeding  in  this  difeafe  has  in  general 
been  obferved  to  be  prejudicial :  fome  in* 
deed  admit  of  it  at  the  firft  attack  without 
any  fenfible  inconvenience •,  but  a  repetition 
of  it,  even  where  the  difeafe  is  mild  and 
favourable,  feldom  fails  to  aggravate  the 
fymptoms ;  and  in  fome  cafes,  it  appears 
to  have  produced  very  fatal  confequences. 

4t  The  heat,  reftlefnefs,  delirium,  and 
difficulty  of  breathing,  which  this  evacua¬ 
tion  commonly  prevents  or  mitigates  in 
other  cafes,  in  this  are  increafed  by  it;  nor 
does  the  fweliing  of  the  tonfils,  fauces, 
&c.  feem  to  receive  the  leaft  benefit  from 
it:  on  the  contrary,  though  the  fulnefs  of 
thefe  parts  decreafes,  yet  the  floughs  thick¬ 
en,  and  change  to  a  livid  or  black  colour* 
the  external  tumor  grows  large,  and  the 
fpitting  continually  dirniniffies.,,*~ 

In  a  note  he  adds,  “  The  heat  indeed* 
and  quicknefs  of  the  pulfe,  feem  at  firft  to

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be  affected  by  this  evacuation  %  but  they 
commonly  return,  after  a  fallacious  refpite* 
with  greater  violence ;  the  patient  is  feized 
with  a  difficulty  of  breathing,  falls  into 
cold  fweats,  and  dies  fuddenly.” 

This  very  juft  and  ufeful  caution  has 
not  always  been  regarded  fo  much  as  its 
importance  deferves ;  for  it  appears  from 
various  publications  written  fince  Dn  Fo- 
thergilfs,  that  bleeding  is  ftill  recom¬ 
mended  by  fome  phyficians  both  at  home 
and  abroad* 

».  .  * 

Dr.  Huxham*  to  whom  the  world  is  fo 

much  indebted  for  his  excellent  practice 
and  obfervations  on  fevers,  in  a  treatife 
made  public  in  1762*  fpeaks  of  bleeding 
as  follows  -

Kt  I  met  with  too  m^tiy  inftances  be«* 
fore  of  raffi  bleeding  and  purging  in  this 
diftemper  j  nay,  fome  were  weak  enough 
to  tell  me,  the  blood  they  had  drawn  was 
yery  line  and  rich  ;  florid  truly  I  found  it

as  lamb’s  blood,  but  fo  foft  anct  loofe  that 
you  might  cut  it  with  a  feather,  giving  off 
little  or  no  ferum,  but  having  exadtly  fuch 
an  appearance  as  when  fpirit  of  hartfhorn 
is  poured  to  the  blobd  to  prevent  its  na¬ 
tural  coagulation*- — -I  will  not  fay  but 
that  in  fome  plethoric  adult  perfons,  fome 
blood  may  be  drawn  in  the  beginning  of 
this  difeafe ;  and  I  have  in  fome  few  or¬ 
dered  it  with  advantage,  particularly  as  to 
the  anginofe  fymptoms*  and  where  the 
difficulty  of  breathing  was  alfo  conftder- 
able,  but  I  mtift  fay  a  repetition  of  the 
bleeding  to  any  confiderable  degree  is  ex¬ 
tremely  detrimental,  where  the  fifft  blood* 
efpecially  was  of  fuch  &  loofe  and  foft  tex¬ 
ture;  for  the  fecorid  or  third  will  always 
be  found  a  mere  fanious  gore,  as  I  have  too 
often  noted  :  nay  fometimes  I  have  ob- 
ferved  the  firft  blood  drawn  covered  with 
a  very  thin,  whitiCh  of  lead-coloured  fkin, 
pretty  tenacious ;  but  immediately  under¬ 
neath  it,  was  a  greenifh  foft  kind  of  jelly# 
and  at  bottom,  a  very  loofe,  black  craf- 
famentum,  fcarce  at  all  cohering. — This 

appearance 
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-appearance  of  the  blood,  however,  as  much 
forbids  further  bleeding  as  that  above 
defcribed,  and  is  moftly  obferved  when 
there  is  a  throbbing  pujfe,  aqd  great  heat 
at  the  accefs  of  the  diftemper*.” 

The  pernicious  coiiccffion,  which  Dr.  Hux- 
ham  has  here  made  in  favour  of  bleeding, 
feems  to  be  granted  rather  from  a  dilpaiition 
to  comply  with  eft  ablifhed  cuftom,  than  from 
any  convidtionof  its  utility: — indeed,  thofe 
in  which  bleeding  has  been  em¬ 
ployed  without  injury,  maybe  fairly  reckon¬ 
ed  fortunate  efcapes,  much  more  properly 
than  cures. 

Dr.  RufTel,  otherwife  a  man  of  genius 
and  an  improver  of  the  pra&ice  of  phytic, 
fpeaks  of  bleeding  in  the  following  man¬ 
ner  : 

“  If  I  have  been  called  ip  early,  I  have 
advifed  bleeding,  and  given  a  little  manna.

K  Z  commits 
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Committing  the  bufinefs  afterwards  to  na^ 
ture,  who  then  proceeds  with  lefs  difficulty 
in  difpofing  of  the  difeafe  after  her  own 
way,  being  not  fo  much  oppreffed  with 
that  fullnefs  which  is  apt  to  do  fo  much 
mifchief  on  the  firft  days  of  febricitants. 
But,  in  many  gafe$,  where  the  fymptoms 
are  mild,  I  do  Qot  bleed  at  all,  for  I  have 
obferved  the  blood  of  thefe  patients  is  not 
fizy  like  thofe  of  pleuritics,  but  the  tex¬ 
ture  appears  father  lpofe  and  tender,  and 
therefore  does  not  require  bleeding  fo 
much  as  inflammatory  quinzies.”  * 

In  this  unfortunate  opinion,  and  in  per- 
{trading  to  this  fatal  practice,  Dr.  Ruffel 
is  by  no  means  lingular ;  as  appears  by 
fhe  writings  of  other  phyficians  both  in 
England  and  foreign  countries  ‘f,  in  which 
this  evacuation  is  either  recommended,  or 
not  fufficientlv  cautioned  againft  in  the 
manner  it  ought  to  be  from  its  pernicious

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effe&s. — lam  bold  to  affirm,  that  the  hif- 
to ry  of  the  difeafe  well  underftood  does 
not  furnifh  the  leaft  appearance  of  an  indi¬ 
cation  in  its  favour.  — I  was  born  in  a  fi- 
tuation,  where  from  the  very  great  fre^ 
quency  of  this  difeafe  about  the  year  1750^ 
it  was  known  in  the  neighbouring  coun¬ 
try,  by  the  name  of  the  Kidderminfter  Sore 
Throat,  in  the  fame  manner  as  its  frequency 
in  /Egypt  occafioqed  it  tp  be  called  Ulcera 
/Bgyptiaca  in  the  time  of  Aretaeus.* — -  So 
long  as  the  prepofleffion  in  favour  of  bleed¬ 
ing  prevailed  there,  it  was  one  of  the  jpioft 
fatal  of  difeafes ;  but  fince  the  lancet  has 
been  laid  afide,  and  the  antifeptic  method 
only  depended  upon,  it  has  proved  one  of 
the  moft  certain  and  eafy  to  be  cured. — If 
any  perfons  have  recovered  after  bleeding 
in  this  difeafe,  they  are  to  be  confidered  as 
inftances  of  recovery  by  the  efforts  of  a 
good  conflitution  overcoming  a  bad  me¬ 
thod  of  cure.- — -What  indeed  can  be  the 
effedt  of  bleeding  in  a  putrid  complaint 
which  has  fo  rapid  a  tendency  to  gan¬ 
grene  ?  while  nature  already  debilitated  is 
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ftruggling  with  a  ftrong  enemy,  what  can 
bleeding  do  ?  It  deftroys  the  force  of  na¬ 
ture,  and  adds  to  that  of  the  difeafe. _ — 

Sometimes  indeed  it  will  happen,  that 
putrid  ulcers  appear  on  a  gland  which  is 
really  inflamed  5  but  even  in  this  cafe, 
harmlefs  fuppuration  is  far  preferable  to 
|he  hazard  of  a  fatal  gangrene. 

If  the  consequences  of  bleeding  in  dif- 
eafes  of  this  kind  had  been  properly  un- 
derftood,  it  is  probable  that  the  life  of  the 
Duke  of  Glocefter,  prefumptivc  heir  to 
the  Britifh  Crown,  might  have  been  pre-= 
ferved  at  a  very  critical  juncture.  For  it 
appears  from  Bifhop  Kennet's  account  of 
this  prince's  cafe,  which  is  related  in  cer- 
tain  anonymous  memoirs  of  the  reign  of 
Queen  Anne,  in  two  volupies  oftavo, 
that  he  died  of  a  putrid  for?  throat  badly 

treated  by  bleeding. - “  On  the  25th  of 

July,  1699,  the  day  after  his  birthday, 
when  he  was  eleven  years  old,  he  was 
fcized  with  pain  in  the  throat,  anxiety  at 
the  praeeordia,  and  fever.— At  firft,  little

vr  ho  notice  was  taken  of  it. —  On  the 
fecond  day  he  was  bled,  in  the  evening 
his  fever  was  increafed,  and  an  eruption

appeared  on  the  ikin. — A  blifter  with  feme 

other  remedies  was  then  applied.-  - - 

On  the  third  day  the  eruption  was  greatly 
increafed,  more  blifters  were  applied,  and 
in  the  evening  a  delirium  came  on  which 
continued  to  the  time  of  his  death. — — ■ 
On  the  evening  of  July  29th  he  was  fud^ 
denly  feized  with  difficulty  of  breathing, 
loft  the  power  of  fwallowing*  and  about 
midnight  died*/*

*  This  caie,  fo  unfortunately  mifunderflood,  was  the  oc- 

cafion  of  great  blame  to  the  attending  phyiicians. _ -The 

duke  was  intrufted  to  the  care  of  Sir  Edward  Hannes  and  Dr. 
Bidloo,  who  were  at  firft  apprehenfive  of  the  fmall-pox  and 
prefcribed  accordingly,  but  without  any  fuccefs.— The  court 
was  much  alarmed,  and  the  Princefs  of  Denmark  was  per-* 
fuaded  to  fend  for  Dr.  Radcliffe  j  who,  upon  the  firft  fight 
of  the  royal  youth,  declared  that  there  was  no  pcffibiiity  of 
recovering  him,  and  that  he  would  die  by  fuch  an  hour  the 
next  day,  which  he  did.— —However,  with  great  difficulty, 
the  doftor  was  perfuaded  to  be  prefent  at  the  confultationa 
where  he  could  not  refrain  from  bitter  inveftives  againft  the

Befides  the  pain  of  the  throat,  the  fcar~ 
let  eruption  on  the  ikin,  the  aggravation  of 
jfymptoms  by  bleeding,  and  the  fuddeii 
difficulty  of  breathing  terminating  in  death, 
which  are  all  charafteriftic  fymptoms  of 
Malignant  Angina,  there  is  no  other  fever 
with  which  we  are  acquainted  that  in  the 
beginning  gives  fo  little  alarm,  and  yet  is 

fo  quickly  fatal  to  the  patient. - i— * 

From  hence  the  Duke  of  Glocefter  s 
diforder  appears  to  have  been  the  Malignant 
Angina,  the  nature  of  which  was  not 
known,  till  its  general  prevalence  in  this 


maker  (his  father's  occupation):  and  the  other  continued  mak¬ 
ing  a  havock  of  nouns  and  pronouns  in  the  quality  of  a  country 
fchcolmatfer,  rather  than  have  ventured  out  of  his  reach  in 
the  pra£lke  of  an  art  to  which  he  was  an  utter  ftranger,  and 
for  which  he  ought  to  have  been  whipped  with  one  of  hri 
own  rods. 

This  account  is  taken  from  Raddiffe's  life  in  the  Bid- 
graphia  Brittanica,  which  leaves  us  uninformed  what  method 
ot  cure  this  fevere  cenfor  of  others  would  have  adopted,  and 
therefore  we  cannot  determine  his  own  notions  refpe&ing  the 
nature  and  cure  of  the  diforder,  or  whether  the  termination! 
a  it  would  have  been  Jefs  fatal  if  the  management  of  the  cafe 
fe&d  been  committed  entirely  to  him. 


'Country 
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toUntry  near  fifty  years  afterwards  called 
the  attention  of  the  faculty  very  partieu- 

larly  to  it.- - - — -The  firit  account  of  its 

appearance  in  England  is  little  more  than 
forty  years  old*  as  we  have  already  feen  in 
the  beginning  of  this  differtation. 

B.  Purging,—  Concerning  this  remedy* 
it  is  almoft  fufficient  to  fay  that  the  very 
fame  arguments  and  authorities  which  fo 
ftrongly  reprobate  the  practice  of  bleeding 
may  be  urged  with  equal  force  againft  this 

evacuation* 

Gentle  cathartics,  fays  Fothergill* 
have  brought  on  very  dangerous  fymp- 
toms.  Upon  procuring  a  few  (tools  with 
manna,  efpecially  when  the  difeafe  has 
continued  two  or  three  days,  the  rednefs 
of  the  (kin  has  difappeared  and  the  flux 
to  the  throat  has  been  furprifingly  increa- 
fed. — If  it  happens  that  this  difcharge  by 
itool  continues,  the  fwelling  of  the  neck 
commonly  grows  larger,  the  fauces  be¬ 
come  flaccid,  dry,  and  livid  ;  and  the  pa**

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tienfc  in  a  few  hours  after  this  expires :  fe 
that  purgatives  feern  to  have  no  better  ef¬ 
fects  in  diminithiifg  the  tumor,  and  aba^* 
ting  the  fuppofed  inflammation  than  bleed-

Every  thing  which  diminifhes  the  pa¬ 
tient's  ftrength,  when  the  difeafe  itielf  has 
fo  itrong  a  tendency  to  debilitate  him,  inuft 
neceflarily  be  prejudicial.  Coftivenefs  may 
be  obviated  much  better  by  ripe  fruits, 
and  occafiorial  clyfters  of  the  antifeptic 
kind*  than  by  any  cathartic  medicines, 
which  are  certainly  pernicious. 

C.  Emetics.— V omiting  is  one  of  the 
evacuations  which  may  fometimes  be  em¬ 
ployed  in  this  difeafe^  efpecially  when 
naufea  is  very  urgent  in  the  beginning  of 
it. — A  gentle  emetic  may  then  be  fer- 
viceable  both  to  empty  the  ftomach  and  to 
excite  a  diaphorefis. 

D.  Biijiers . — Notwithftanding  the  fep- 
tic  nature  of  Cantharides,  bliflers  have

been  found  ufeful  in  this  complaint,  by 
railing  the  pulfe,  and  fupporting  the  vis 
vitas. — This  effed  might  have  arifen  from 
their  ftimulant  power,  independent  of  any 
evacuation ;  but  it  is  alfo  probable  that 
they  may  have  feme  good  effeds  by  expel¬ 
ling  the  putrid  virus,  or  by  drawing  it  from 
the  lymphatic  glands,  in  confequence  of 
increafed  adion  excited  in  the  veffels  of  the 
part,  and  the  fame  increafed  adion  o£  the 
veffels.  which  expels  the  putrid  matter 
already  formed,  will  prevent  the  genera¬ 
tion  of  frefh  matter,.  They  are  applied  to 
the  back,  behind  the  ears,  and  often  with 
cpnfiderable  advantage  to  the  throat  itfelf,

mtri  in  abating  heat  and  other  fymptoms 
eff  inflammatory  fevers,  has  fuggefled  the 
uie  of  it  in  fevers  of  every  kind, —When¬ 
ever  this  remedy  has  been  much  trufled  in 
toe  fever  attending  the  Malignant  Angina, 
if  has  manifeftly  increafed  the  heat  and  all 
the  putrid  fymptoms ;  as  might  naturally 
be  expeded  in  a  fever  attended  with  great

depreffion  of  the  nervous  and  circulating 
powers,  from  a  remedy  which  diminifhes 
inftead  of  adding  to  the  ftrength  of  thofe

powers.— — It  increafes  that  faintnefs 
which  accompanies  this  difeafe,  and  dilk 
pofes  the  patient  either  to  copious  finking 
fweats  or  to  ftools.”^ 

F.  '  Spirit  us  Minder  eru — The  advantage 
derived  from  this  remedy  in  many  fevers 
has  made  it  fafhionable  alfo  in  this ^  but  as 
its  tendency  is  to  attenuate  the  fluids,  it 
feems  very  unlikely  to  have  any  good 
ciiedt;  and  in  fadt  a  dependence  upon  it 
has  been  obferved  to  have  bad  confe- 
quences  where  the  tenuity  of  the  blood 
was  in  any  degree  confiderable. 

G.  Lemon  juice  fat ur cited  with  Jal  abfyn - 
thii  or  fal  volatile  c .  c\ — The  operation  of 
this  medicine  is  fimilar  to  that  of  fp. 
Mindereri,  and  is  liable  to  the  fame 
objections. — It  is  certain  that  where  medi¬ 


cines 


*  -Fotbergill, 
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clnes  of  this  clafs  were  alone  or  princi¬ 
pally  depended  upon,  the  patient  frequently 
funk  under  the  diforder.— Indeed,  it  is  not 
reafonable  to  exped  that  medicines,  which 
are  effedual  in  inflammatory  diforders, 
fhould  have  any  beneficial  confequences 
in  fevers  attended  with  the  putrid  dia  the¬ 
fts. — If  any  circumftances  ftiouid  aired  to 
the  ufe  of  this  remedy  or  fp.  Mindereri, 
they  ought  to  be  given  in  the  flats  of  effer- 
vefcence,  that  the  fixed  air  difen gaged 
thereby  may  ad  upon  the  throat,  and  be 
thrown  into  the  body  of  the  patient  as  a 
corredor  of  putrefadion. 

All  the  neutral  falls,  merely  as  fuch,

are  to  be  fufpeded,  becaufe  they  thin  the 
blood,  and  render  it  more  florid  both  in 
and  out  of  the  body;  and  though  the 
blood  may  be  thin  without  being  putrid, 
yet  that  tenuity  difpofes  it  fo  much  to 
putrefadion,  as  to  render  all  remedies 
which  ad  in  this  way  very  precarious  and

This  obfervation,  which  I  fir  ft  received 
from  my  father,  has  been  confirmed  by  the 
late  Dr.  Gregory,*  whofe  genius  and 
knowledge  in  his  profeffion  were  exceeded 
only  by  the  goodnefs  of  his  heart. — Phy-? 
ficians  in  fucceeding  ages  will  form  the 
beft  idea  of  what  he  was,  by  learning  from 
his  inimitable  lectures  *f*  what  they  ought 
to  be, 

H.  Fixed  Jtir.—A  feries  of  curious  and' 
important  difcoveries  made  by  the  perfe- 
vering  genius  of  Dr.  Frieftley  upon  diffe¬ 
rent  kinds  of  air*  has  excited  an  almoft 
univerfal  attention  to  that  fubjedt. —  Many 
of  them  feemed  to  promife  a  very  ufefui 
application  to  the  purpofes  of  medicine* 
but  none  have  been  employed  fo  generally 
or  fo  fuccefs fully  as  the  fixed  air-  obtained 
from  effervefcing  mixtures. — Its  antifeptic 
virtues  have  been  well  afcertained  by  decD

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five  and  often  repeated  experiments. — In 
the  ftomach  it  aits  as  a  ftimulant,  tonic, 
and  anti-emetic.— Several  of  thofe  mineral 
waters  which  have  been  long  and  juflly 
Celebrated  in  cafes  of  relaxation  and  weak- 
nefsof  the  ftomach  and  bowels  (particularly 
the  Pyrmont)  are  indebted  for  their  virtues 
to  the  fixed  air  they  contain. — Dr.  Percivai 
found  relief  from  the  application  of  fixed 
air,  procured  from  an  effervefcing  mixture 
of  pot-afh  and  vinegar,  to  a  painful  aph¬ 
thous  ulcer  upon  his  own  tongue:  he  re¬ 
lates  feveral  inftances  of  its  good  effects  in 
the  ulcerous  fore- throat  ;  and  he  obferved 
that  the  foe  tor  of  putrid  faeces  was  corrected 
by  a  clyfter  of  fixed  air,  procured  from 
chalk  and  oil  of  vitriol,  in  a  boy  who  la¬ 
boured  under  a  putrid  difeafe.— — Similar 
trials  have  fince  been  made  by  approved 
practitioners  in  different  parts  of  the  king¬ 
dom,  and  its  fuccefs  has  been  fnch  as  will 
warrant  its  ufe  in  every  putrid  difeafe.— — 
Where  the  convenient  apparatus  of  Dr. 
Prieftley  or  Dr.  Nooth  for  the  purpofe  of 
impregnating  liquids  with  this  air  cannot

fe’afily  be  procured,  the  extemporaiiedttS 
method  lately  recommended  by  Dn 
Hulme*  may  be  adopted  with  advantage. 

I.  Mercury . — —This .  has  been  propofed 
ss  a  remedy  by  fome  American  phyficians, 
and  if  we  attend  to  their  own  accounts  it 
will  perhaps  appear  to  be  recommended 

on  no  fufficicnt  foundation.- - For  they 

do  not  feem  to  have  made  ufe  of  it  at  any 
time  but  when  blifters,  terpen  tafia,  fene- 
ka,  bark,  or  antifeptic  fomentations  and 
1  gargles  were  alfo  employed. — Dr.  Bard 
lays  much  ft  refs  upon  its  attenuating  vir¬ 
tues  ;  but  this  very  property  ought  to  make 
us  afraid  of  it.— Befides,  mercury  is  the 
moil  univerfally  evacuating  medicine  we 
are  acquainted  with,  and  therefore  is  in 
danger  of  producing  all  thofe  fatal  effedis 
which  fo  certainly  arife  from  too  plentiful

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tVacuatrons.* — If  there  be  any  inftantes 
in  which  it  appears  to  have  done  good,  it 
has  happened  in  confequence  of  a  copious 
expectoration ;  but  there  are  many  other 
medicines  to  be  given  for  promoting  ex¬ 
pectoration  whenever  it  is  wanted,  which 
are  attended  with  infinitely  lefs  hazard,  and 
Calculated  to  anfwer  the  end  propofed 
much  better  than  mercury. 


*  The  following  obfervations  tend  to  prove  that  mercury 
has  real  feptic  powers  : 

(c  If  the  phenomena  of  a  falivation  are  compared  with  the 
appearances  in  an  ulcerated  fore  throat,  the  cleared  analogy 
and  fimilitude  will  appear. --For  in  the  artificial  as  well  as  the 
natural  diforder,  we  obferve  a  low  putrid  fever,  attended  with 
a  foft  undulating  pulfe,  a  (linking  breath,  copious  (pitting, 
white  aphthous  ulcers  in  the  glands,  tongue,  gums,  cheeks  5 
the  glands  of  the  head  and  neck  are  fwelled;  fometimes

L.  Mineral  acids. — — ~T hefe,  particularly 
Ip.  vitriol,  tenuis  and  elixir  vitrioli,  are 
antifeptics  of  the  cleareft  efficacy,  to  the 
prudent  application  of  which  no  objedion 
can  be  made,  unlefs  in  the  cafes  of 
infants,  whofe  principal  or  foie  food  muft 
be  milk. 

M.  Dulcified  acids,  Jf>  nkri  dulcis ,  fp* 
vitrioli  dulcis ,  &c. — This  combination  of 
the  mineral  acids  with  fp.  vin.  red.  ren-* 

ders 
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dcrs  them  particularly  grateful  to  the 
ftomach,  and  they  are  as  antifeptics,  dia¬ 
phoretics,  and  anti-emetics  feme  of  the 
heft  remedies  in  putrid  difeafes. 

N.  Pulvis  cmtrayervce  compojitus.  — — * 
This  compofition  is  one  of  thofe  which  in 
fafhionable  practice  is  almofi  univerfally 
ordered  in  malignant  difeafes,  perhaps, 
without  any  other  recommendation  than 
that  of  cuftom  apd  fafhion.— — —The 
abforbent  earths,  a  principal  part  of  the 
compofition,  are  known  by  the  experi¬ 
ments  of  Sir  John  Pringle  to  be  promoters 
of  putrefaction  out  of  the  body,  and  I 
know  no  fadfcs  which  afford  us  any  reafon, 
to  believe  that  they  check  it  in  the  living 

body- - Yet,  in  feme  circ  urn  fiances  of 

diarrhoea,  this  compofition  may  poffibly 
be  ufed  with  propriety. 

Q.  Confettio  cardiaca , - This  aromatic 

compofition,  the  np  fir  um  of  Sir  Walter 
Raleigh  and  the  placebo  of  routine  prac¬ 
titioners  ever  fince,  may  fometirnes  be 
given  with  propriety  in  this  difeafe.— It 

has 
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has  its  ufe  in  abating  heat,  making  the 
pulfe  fuller  and  Aronger,  removing  anx¬ 
iety,  and  leffening  ficknefs* - This  is  alfo 

true  with  reiped  to  wine  and  all  other 
cordials.—' “  One  Drachm  of  the  confedio, 
Raleighana  (fays  the  learned  and  experi¬ 
enced  Fothergill)  has  been  given  to  a  youth 
not  quite  15  years  of  age,  every  four  hours, 
which  was  foon  followed  by  a  fenlible 
amendment,  and  the  decreafe  of  the  pa¬ 
tients  reftleffnefs,  faintnefs  and  heat. 

P.  Myrrh.— Is  a  moil  powerful  anti-, 
leptic,  and  may  be  ufed  with  much  pro-, 
priety  asn  a  internal  medicine,  though  it 
has  lor  the  mo  ft  part  been  employed  only 
in  gargles  and  fleams  for  this  diforder. 


w  Camphor . — -One,  of  the  ftrongeft  an- 
tjfiepticswe  are  acquainted  with,  and  a  pow¬ 
er!  ul  diaphoretic  may  frequently  be  given 

with  advantage.

R.  Peruvian  Bark. — Sydenham  pointed 
out  the  ufe  of  this  hark  as  an  antifeptic  by 
recommending  it  in  Aphthae;  and  its  very 

ex  ten  five 
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fxtenfive  ufe  in  putrid  ulcers,  gangrenes, 
fmall-pox,  and  malignant  fevers,  natural¬ 
ly  enough  led  to  a  trial  of  it  in  the  Malig¬ 
nant  Sore  Throat, — Its  efficacy  in  this  difeafe 
has  furpaffed  the  healing  powers  experi¬ 
enced  from  it  in  every  other  inftance. - 

Thole  who  have  tried  it  moft  in  this  com¬ 
plaint,  be  ft  know  how  abfolutely  it  fub- 
dues  the  difeafe,  which  is  more  certainly 
cured  by  the  early  application  of  this 
remedy  than  any  difeafe  of  equal  confe- 

quence  by  any  means  whatever. - This 

is  the  language  of  all  tfaofe  phyficians  who 
have,  from  long  experience,  had  the  beft 
opportunities  of  learning  the  true  nature  of 
the  diforder,  and  obferving  the  good  ef¬ 
fects  of  the  bark,  a  medicine  upon  which 
great  dependence  has  for  many  years  been 
placed  in  this  country.  This  ufeful  re¬ 
medy  was  recommended  in  1751  by  the 
late  ingenious  Dr.  Wall,  whole  lofs  (par¬ 
ticularly  in  this  neighbourhood)  is  not  lefs 
^efervedly  than  generally  lamented. 


Various 
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Various  have  been  the  opinions  of  phy-* 
ficians  concerning  the  manner  in  which 
the  bark  operates.  Some  afcribe  its  effedts 
to  its  aftringency  merely,  others  to  its  bit- 
ternefs  >  but  we  have  medicines,  which  are 
both  bitter  and  aftringent,  yet  very  unequal 
to  the  bark  in  their  e  ffedts. 

In  this  difeafe  it  evidently  adls  as  an  an¬ 
ti  fep  tic  and  tonic.  It  corredts  putrefcency 
when  it;  is  begun*  and  it  refills  the  pro- 
cels  of  putrefadlion  by  repairing  the  forces 
of  nature,  and  by  giving  that  vigour  to  the 
nervous  fyftem  which  enables  it  to  oppofe 
and  overcome  the  difeafe. 

Dr.  Cullen  *  attributes  the  whole  of  its 
eftedt  in  this  diforder  to  its  tonic  power  $ 
and  the  late  Profeffor  Monro  f  afcribed  the 

effedts  of  the  bark  in  gangrenes  to.  its  invi¬ 
gorating  powers.

As  it  ha$  been  found  inconvenient  to 
adminifter  the  bark,  in  intermittent  and 
remittent  fevers,  at  any  time  but  during 
the  intervals  of  paroxyfms ;  fo  it  has  been 
queftioned  by  fome  whether  we  ought  not 
alfo  to  wait  for  a  remiffion  in  the  fever  at¬ 
tending  the  Malignant  Sore  Throat  before 
we  give  the  bark  ? 

To  determine  this  queflion  I  need  only 
remark,  that  no  inconvenience  has  ever 
been  obferved  to  accompany  or  follow  the  ufe 
of  the  bark>  at  the  very  height  of  the  fe- 
ver  attending  this  fore  throat.  Nay, 
we  ought  to  give  it  more  frequently,  and 
in  larger  quantities  in  proportion  to  the 
height  of  the  fever.— On  the  contrary,  by 
waiting  for  a  remiffion,  more  efpecially 
for  a  perfect  intermiffion,  the  difeafe  has 
often  gained  ground,  and  the  patient  loft 
his  life.  It  is  true,  that  naufea  and  other 
lymptoms  ot  Ipafrn,  in  the  beginning  of 
the  paroxyfm  in  intermittent  and  remittent 
fevers,  render  it  very  proper  to  delay  giving  : 
the  bark  till  the  decline  of  the  paroxyfm.

Such  delay  cannot  generally  be  inconvfm^ 
ent  or  dangerous  in  thofe  difeafes ,  but 
wherever  the  delay  is  dangerous,  as  fome- 
times  happens  even  in  the  intermittents* 
and  ftill  oftener  in  the  remittents  of  hot 
climates,  then  it  is  given  without  a  per¬ 
fect  intermiffion,  as  may  be  feen  in  Cleg- 
horn’s  judicious  treatife  on  the  difeafes  of 

Minorca,  p.  202. - In  like  manner  the 

rule  of  giving  bark  only  in  the  remiffion 
of  fevers  has  been  fuperfeded  in  the  fever 
attending  the  Malignant  Angina  with  equal 
propriety  and  fuccefs*

pechenfe . — Deceptions  or  extracts  of  thefe 
are  often  ufeful  additions  to  the  bark, 
when  patients  labouring  under  this  com¬ 
plaint  have  any  propenhty  to  diarrhoea. 

Cafearilla,  befides  its  effedt  as  an  af- 
tringent,  may  be  ufeful  as  a  corroborant 
and  antifeptic  ;  Apinus  gave  it  with  fuc- 
cefs  in  an  epidemic  fever,  attended  with 
petechias  which  raged  in  fome  parts  of

macs  and  fudorifics  failed. - The  French 


Academicians  alfo  found  it  very  fervice- 
&ble  in  an  epidemic  dyfentery  in  1719, 
when  ipecacoanha  was  ineffeAual. 


T,  Wine.— It  is  unneceiTary  to  fay  any 
thing  concerning  this  either  as  a  cordial 
©r  antifeptic  medicine  ;  in  both  thefe  re- 
Ipedts,  its  efficacy  in  nervous  and  putrid 
fevers  is  well  afcertained. — In  the  difordec 
which  is  the  fubjeft  of  this  treatife,  it  has 
been  given  with  the  utmoft  liberality,  and 
with  no  lefs  advantage. 

It  removes  the  depreflion  of  fpirits, 
anxiety,  and  reflleffnefs  of  the  patient, 
abates  heat,  renders  the  pulfe  lefs  frequent 
and  more  firm,  fupports  the  vis  vitse,  pro¬ 
motes  eafy  perfpiration,  and  refills  putre- 
faction.— — In  fhort,  it  Is  eflential  as  a 
cordial,  and  ought  to  be  ufed  both  in  the 
drink  and  diet  of  patients  labouring  under 
this  difeafe. 

Such  are  the  principal  remedies  propofed 
for  the  cure  of  this  diforder ;  the  effects  of

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the  mod  approved  among  them  are  to  hi- 
creafe  the  tone  of  the  nervous  fyftem,  to 
invigorate  the  powers  of  circulation*  and 
to  ad:  as  antifeptics  on  the  mafs  of  fluid. 

It  only  remains  to  fhew  the  particular 
application  of  them.

"^^Henever  a  patient  is  attacked  with 
the  Malignant  Angina,  he  fhould 
be  kept  to  his  bed  .in  a  well-aired  room, 
in  order  to  promote  a  gentle  perfpiration* 
which  is  always  beneficial ;  though  pro- 
fufe  fw eating,  like  every  other  exceffive 

evacuation,  fs  hurtful _ If  he  fhould 

be  fieized  with  violent  ficknefs  and  vomit¬ 


ing,  this  ought  to  be  encouraged  by  taking 
a  few  grains  of  ipecacoanha,  and  by  drink¬ 
ing  chamomile  or  carduus  tea. — -Ipecaco¬ 
anha  is  in  this  cafe  preferable  to  antimo- 
nial  emetics,  beeaufe  it  is  lefs  difpofed  t0 
run  off  by  ftool.  As  loon  as  the  emetic 
has  Sniffled  its  operation,  the  ftomaeh 
fhould  be  fettled,  and  a  diaphorefis  en¬ 
couraged 
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Couraged  by  a  gentle  fedative  draught 
and  then  the  bark  muft  immediately  be 
given  in  large  doles,  and  thofe  frequently 
repeated. — This  excellent  remedy,  fo  won-* 
derfully  powerful  in  removing  debility, 
and  in  reftoring  ftrength  to  the  nervous 
lyftem,  fcarcely  ever  fails  of  giving  inftant 
relief  in  this  difeafe,  if  it  be  taken  in 

time  and  properly  managed. - Various 

inodes  of  adminiftering  this  medicine  have 
been  recommended  by  different  praditi-* 
oners.  Every  one  has  fuppofed  his  own 
favourite  preparation  to  be  the  raoft  eligi¬ 
ble  ;  but  in  mod  cafes  the  fubflance  is 
tinqueftionably  fuperior  to  any  prepara¬ 
tions  of  it,  becaufe  no  menftruum  will 
completely  extrad  alt  its  adive  matter.

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A  very  particular  attention  to  this  part  of 
the  cure  is  of  the  utmoft  confequence;  fof 
by  thus  frequently  wafhing  the  throat,  the 
putrid  virus  is  removed  from  the  ulcers,; 
and  the  ftrong  acid  fpirits,  by  their  anti-* 
feptic  power,  flop*  the  putrefaftive  procefs, 
and  prevent  the  formation  of  frefh,  matter. 
By  the  ftimuFus  they  give  to  the  faMvary 
glands  a  conliderable  flow  of  faliva  is  pro-* 
duced,  which  greatly  affifts  in  keeping  the 
ulcers  clean. — The  patient  ought  always  to 
wafh  his  mouth  with  one  or  the  other  of 
thefe  gargles  before  he  eats  or  drinks  or 
takes  his  medicines,:  by  thefe  means  the 
putrid  matter  will  be  prevented  from  paff-,

Antifeptic  vapours  are  alio  to  be  confi- 
dered  as  remedies  of  the  firft  importance. — 
The  fleams  of  myrrh  and  camphor,  boiled 
in  vinegar  and  honey,  are  of  great  ufe  in 
cafes  of  Malignant  Angina,  by  facilitating 
refpiration,  and  increafing  the  flow  of  Tali¬ 
ya.  — It  h  as  already  appeared  (chap.iii. 
that  the  air  thrown  out  from  the  lungs  is 
highly  charged  with  putrid  effluvia,  and 
that  thefe  effluvia  occafion  the  parts  about 
the  throat,  fauces,  and  noftrils,  to  be  par¬ 
ticularly  affeded  with  malignant  ulcers.— 
The  antifeptic  vapours  above  mentioned 
are  moft  immediately  and  effentially  fer- 
yiceable  in  correding  any  putrid  quality  of 
the  air,  when  it  is  either  drawn  into  or 
breathed  out  of  the  lungs;  by  their  means 
the  fomes  of  the  difeafe  is*'altered  and  coun- 
teraded,  at  the  fame  time  that  the  parts 
already  ulcerated  are  cleanfed  and  healed.—

The  humid  vapour  of  vinegar  with  honey 
and  myrrh  or  camphor  fhould  be  drawn 
into  the  mouths  of  the  fick  as  often  as 
they  can  conveniently  do  it:  for  this  pur-; 
pofe  there  are  Jieaming  pots  fitted  with  pro¬ 
per  pipes  to  convey  the  vapour  with  greater 
force  into  the  lungs,  which  being  generally 
known  need  not  be  defcribed  here.-t—lt  is  no 
inconfiderable  advantage  of  fuch  vapours 
that  they  encourage  a  difcharge  of  putrid 
lymph  from  the  glands,  while  they  ad:  aa 
topical  corredors  of  putrefadion  thro ’out 
the  whole  extent  of  the  fauces,  trachea,  and 
ramifications  of  the  bronchia. — A.s  it  is  im~ 
poffible  too  cautioufly  to  guard  againft  the 
efFeds  of  fo  putrid  a  contagion,  the  acid  air 
or  fpirit  of  fait  fhould  be  kept  rifing  conti¬ 
nually  in  the  room.,  by  pouring  oil  of  vi¬ 
triol  once  or  twice  a  day  o u  tea  fait  placed; 
in  a  convenient  vefrel ;  this  fpirit  will  rife 
in  the  moderate  degrees  of  heat,  from  60 
to  70  degrees  of  Fahrenheit’s  thermometer, 
fo  as  to  be  perceived  in  every  part  of  the 
room  by  its  penetrating  acid  fiirell. — This 
method  of  correding  vitiated  air,  which  is' 

ufefu.f 
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tlieful  in  this  and  every  other  putrid  difeafe* 
was  long  ago  ordered  by  my  father*,  and 
is  now  recommended  by  Dr.  Prieftley. 

To  have  the  patient's  chamber  filled 
with  thefe  yapours  is  the  fureft  method  of 
preventing  the  fpread  of  contagion ;  for 
which  reafon,  as  well  as  the  patient’s  par¬ 
ticular  advantage,  care  fhould  be  taken  to 
preferve  the  air  as  pure  as  poffible. 

Moderate  warmth*  efpecially  in  the  win-  * 
ter  feafon*  is  particularly  neceffary  ;  there¬ 
fore  the  patients  fhould  always  be  confined 
to  their  chamber,  and  in  admitting  frelh 
air  by  the  windows,  care  muft  be  taken 
not  to  check  perfpiration,  which  has  been 
infilled  upon  as  highly  beneficial  in  this 
complaint.— Yet  it  is  proper  that  frelh  air 
fhould  be  admitted,  fo  far  as  is  confident 
with  moderate  warmth,  and  as  many  grow- 
ing  vegetables  be  placed  in  the  room  as  it 
will  conveniently  hold.

Bo^rhaave  long  ago  recommended  brew¬ 
ing  the  floors  of  fick  rooms  with  frefli 
branches  of  trees,  and  placing  thefe  with 
newly  gathered  plants  in  water. — The  uti¬ 
lity  of  this  practice  is  fully  proved  by  the 
ingenious  experiments  of  Dt.  Prieftley, 
which  fhew  the  extenflve  ihfluence  of  ve¬ 
getation  in  reftoring  vitiated  air.  But  in 
fehieir  to  obtain  the  perfect  advantage  of 
fuch  plants,  it  is  necefiary  to  preferve  theni 
in  a  vegetating  condition,  becaufe,  in  that 
ftate  only  they  are  capable  of  abforbing  the 
phlogifton.

This  dileafe,  efpeclally  after  repeated 

attacks,  fometimes  leaves  a  tendency  to 
confnmption ;  in  fuch  cafes  riding  and  a 
milk  diet  are  the  belt  remedies.— — It  very 
often  happens  that  tumors  of  the  glands  iri 
the  neck  and  throat  remain  after  this  com-

plaint.— -Sometimes  the  abdomen  f wells,  and 
the  patient  is  fubjedt  to  painful  gripingsi 
which  probably  arife  from,  or  are  accom¬ 
panied  with,  an  infardtipn  of  the  lympha¬ 
tic  glands  in  the  abdomen. -—--Thefe  com-

plaints  will  generally  yield  to  friftioil* 
ilrengthening  bitters,  and  the  bark.™ 
Active  purgatives  are,  even  in  thefe  cir- 
cumftances,  always  pernicious,  and  the 
gentleft  laxatives  only  are  admiffible.-— 
hive  or  fix  grains  of  rhubarb,  with  the 
lame  quantity  of  fal  polychreft  giveii 
ance  a  day,  and  continued  for  fome  length 
of  time  with  the  ufe  of  a  fimple  chalybeate 
water,  have  been  very  ferviceable  in  re¬ 
moving  thefe  reliquiae  morbi ;  and  in  ge¬ 
neral,  the  medicines  above  mentioned, 
with  gentle  exercife,  nourifhment  of  eafy 
digeftion,  and  pure  air,  will  be  ‘found 
iuccefsful  in  re-edablifhing  the  patient’s 
health*

Such  is  the  method  of  cure  which  is 
applicable  to  all  cafes  of  Malignant 
Angina,  and  it  is  a  method  which, 
when  carefully  adminiftered,  fcarcely  ever  9 
fails  to  remove  the  diforder,  excepting 
thofe  inftances  where  the  trachea  is  af- 
fedted. — Thefe  require  fome  additional 
remedies  which  will  appear  in  the  next 
chapter. 
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CHAPTER  V. 

Of  the  Malig?iant  Angina  Trachealis « 

T  HAVE  already  had  occafion  to  tc* 
A  mark  that  the  Angina  Trachealis  is  of 
three  kinds,  the  inflammatory,  fpafmo- 
die  and  putrid  - — — -The  lafl  of  thefe  is 
the  principal  objedt  of  our  prefent  atten¬ 
tion  ;  yet  it  is  neceflary  to  confider  this  as 
intimately  connected  with  the  other  two* 
becaufe  the  difeafe  often  arifes  not  from 
one  only,  but  from  two  or  all  of  thefe 

caufes  combined.- - As  for  example,  the 

inflammatory  itfelf  often  turns  putrid  af«* 
ter  a  fliort  ftage  of  inflammation. — Inflam- 
f  mation  is  feldom  feen  without  fome  degree 
of  fpafm.— Spafm  fubfifting  for  any  length 
of  time  will  bring  on  inflammation* 

In  order  therefore  to  guard  againft  this  dif¬ 
eafe  in  all  its  varieties,  it  may  be  ufeful  to 

take  a  fhort  general  furvey  of  the  feveraL 

ingenious- 
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ingenious  publications  which  have  ap¬ 
peared  upon  the  fubjedt. 


SECT.  i.  Accounts  of  the  Angina  <Tra- 
chealis  from  different  authors . 

DR  <  Cullen  has  arranged  it  as  the  third 
fpecies  of  Cynanche,  and  defines  it  by 
^he  following  fymptoms.

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dula.— — He  confiders  it  as  a  difeafe  eiw 
tirely  unknown  till  he  took  notice  of  it* 
and  obferves,  that  it  is  moil  frequent  near 
the  coaft,  pools,  and  low  marfhy  fixa¬ 
tions  \r  that  it  is  peculiar  to  children  from 
the  time  they  are  weaned  till  twelve  years 
old,  and  to  certain  feafons  of  the  year,  viz. 

from  October  to  March  - - Its  charadte- 

riilic  iymptoms,  according  to  this  author, 
are  a  thrill  voice,  quick  laborious  breath¬ 
ing,  pulfe  frequent  and  ftrong  at  firft,  but 
weak  towards  the  end,  fearcely  any  diffi¬ 
culty  of  deglutition,  or  remarkable  in¬ 
flammation  of  the  fauces,  a  dull  pain,  and 
ibmetimes  external  fwelling  at  the  upper 
part  of  the  trachea,  fenfes  diftindt  to  the 
laft.  The  difeafe  is  the  more  dangerous  as 
it  is  filent,  though  extremely  rapid  in  its 
prdgrels,  and  gives  no  alarm  till  death  is, 
near  at  hand. 

On  difiedfion  in  nine  different  cafes,  a 
white  foft  preternatural  membrane  was 
found  either  to  cover  a  part  of  the  internal 
furface  of  the  trachea,  or  to  line,  the  whole 

of 
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of  it ;  this  membrane  was  quite  loofe* 
and  underneath  it  Was  found  a  quantity  of 
pus,  which  was  alfo  fqueezed  from  the 
branches  of  the  bronchia,  though  the  lungs 

feemed  quite  uninflamed. - Hence  he 

concludes  the  difeafe  to  be  feated  in  the 
cavity  of  the  wind-pipe,  its  firfl:  and  prin¬ 
cipal  feat  being  the  back-part  of  the  tra** 
chea  where  there  are  no  cartilages,  and 
where  there  is  the  greateft  number  of 
glands  ;  and  he  fuppofes  that  the  diforder 
is  owine  to  an  exceilive  fecretion  of  mucus.

by  the  infpiffation  of  which  the  prater-* 
natural  membrane  is  formed. 

There  are  two  different  fituations  of  the 
difeafe,  viz.  the  inflammatory  and  the 
purulent  ftate. — —In  the  former  of  thefe 
thepulfe  is  ftrong,  and  the  urine  thin.— — * 
in  the  latter,  the  pulfe  is  weak,  and  the 
urine  has  a  light  ouzy  purulent  fediment. 

In  the  firfl:  ftage  he  recommends  bleed¬ 
ing  expeditioufly  and  plentifully;  firffc 
with  the  lancet,  and  afterwards  by  leeches 
applied  to  the  upper  and  fore  part  of  the 

throat 
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throat. - The  belly  is  to  be  kept  open 

by  tablets  of  magnelia  made  palatable 
with  fugar,  and  by  fal  polychrefl  diffolved 

in  whey.- - After  the  veffels  are  well 

emptied,  he  allows  bliflers  to  be  applied 
round  the  neck.— — Emollient  fomenta¬ 
tions  and  tataplafms  applied  round  the 
neck  are  of  conkderable  ufe,  and  keep  up 

a  local  evacuation. - -He  thinks  vomits 

pernicious  by  increafmg  the  fecretion  of 
mucus,  but  recommends  gentle  fudorifics, 
and  fleams  of  warm  water  and  vinegar. — 
In  the  fecond  ftage,  he  fays,  evacuations 
in  general  are  hurtful ;  and  that  in  this 
cafe  nothing  is  to  be  done  but  to  bring  up 
the  matter  from  the  lungs.  As  this  can¬ 
not  be  done  either  by  vomits  or  Simu¬ 
lating  fleams,  he  thinks  that  in  cafes  of 
imminent  danger  bronchotomy  may  be 
tried. 

Nicholas  Rofen  von  Rofenflein*,  lafe 
phyfician  to  the  King  of  Sweden,  takes 
notice  of  this  difeafe  which  he  calls  a

difficult 


difficult  difeafe  of  the  throat,  with  a  prx - 
ternatural  membrane  in  the  Windpipe.”— 
He  adopts  the  defcription,  relates  the  cafes, 
and  coincides  in  all  refpedts  with  the  opi¬ 
nions  of  Dr.  Home.- — — He  has  alfo  col- 
ledted  a  number  of  cafes  from  Wilcke’s 
differtation;  and  the  reports  of  other  Swe- 
difh  practitioners*  which  correfpond  both 
in  their  fymptoms,  and  appearances  after 
death,  with  the  former. 

In  the  cure  of  this  difeafe  he  record- 

mends  bleeding,  gentle  laxatives,  appli- 

* 

cation  of  blifters  to  the  neck;  or  if  thefe 
be  thought  too  rough,  “  we  may  wrap  the 
neck  in  a  moderately  warm  emollient  pouD 
tice  to  which  is  added  fome  muftard  feed  ; 
this  we  fuffer  to  remain  on  the  neck  till 
the  fkin  grows  a  little  reddiih  with  fmall 
elevated  points.  After  that  we  may  leave 
the  muftard  feeds  out,  and  continue  with 
the  emollient  poultice,  which  is  to  be 
changed  for  a  warmer  one  as  often  as  it 
grows  cold/’— — He  alfo  recommends  to 
prepare  a  tea  of  elder-flowers,  adding  to  it 
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a  little  vinegar ;  and  to  dip  a  fpuhge  into 
it,  which  is  to  be  held  under  the  nofe  or 
laid  upon  a  napkin  on  the  bread:,  fo  that 
the  patient  may  infpire  in  the  vapour  of 

it. - -Profeffor  Bergius  found  the  vapour 

of  vinegar  to  have  an  excellent  effedt  in 
this  difeafe,  and  therefore  caufed  the  pa¬ 
tient  to  fmell  to  a  napkin  dipped  in  vine- 
gar;  befldes  which  he  orders  the  pillows 
and  curtains  of  the  bed  to  be  fprinkled 
with  vinegar. 

t>odtor  Cullen  *  is  in  the  number  of 
thofe  who  have  coMdercd  this  difeafe 
as  an  inflammatory  affedtion  of  the  mu¬ 
cous  membrane  of  the  larynx  and  tra¬ 
chea,  producing  an  exudation  analogous  to 
that  found  on  the  furface  of  inflamed  vif* 
cera,  and  appearing  partly  in  a  membra¬ 
nous  Cruft  and  partly  in  a  fluid  refembling 
pus;  but,  he  adds,  “  though  this  difeafe 
confifts  in  an  inflammatory  affedtion,  it 
does  not  commonly  end  either  in  fuppu-

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ration  or  gangrene. - The  troublefoma 

circumftance  of  it  feems  to  con  fill  in  a 
fpafm  of  the  mufcles  of  the  glottis,  threat¬ 
ening  fuffocation/— Concerning  the  cure, 
he  fays,  “  as  vve  fuppofe  the  difeafe  to  be 
an  inflammatory  affedion,  fo  we  attempt 
the  cure  of  it  by  the  ufual  remedies  of  in¬ 
flammations,  and  which  for  the  mod  part 
we  have  found  effedual. — Bleeding,  both 
general  and  topical,  has  often  given  imme¬ 
diate  relief,  and  by  being  repeated  has  en^- 
tirely  cured  the  difeafe.  BJiflering  alfo  near 
the  part  affeded  has  been  found  ufeful. — > 
Upon  the  firfl:  attack  of  the  difeafe,  vomit¬ 
ing,  immediately  after  bleeding,  feems  to 
be  of  confiderabje  ufe,  and  fometimes  fud- 
denly  removes  the  difeafe.’ — Jn  every  ftage 
of  the  difeafe,  the  antiphlogiftic  regimen 
is  necefiary,  and  particularly  the  frequent 
ufe  of  laxative  glyders.— Though  we  fup¬ 
pofe  that  a  fpafm  affeding  the  glottis  is 
often  fatal  in  this  difeafe,  we  have  not 
found  antifpafmodic  medicines  to  be  of 
any  ufe,” 
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Dr.  Millar*  very  accurately  defcribes  this* 
difeafe  under  the  name  of  Acute  Afthma. — = 
It  was  peculiar  to  children  from  one  to 
thirteen  years  old,  prevailed  moll;  in  fpring 
and  autumn,  in  moift  feafons  accompanied 
with  eaft  and  north-eaft  winds,  and  among 
the  lower  order  of  people. — “  Children  at 
play  were  fometimes  feized  with  it,  but  it 
generally  came  on  at  night.  A  child  who 
went  to  bed  in  perfed:  health,  waked  an 
hour  or  two  afterwards  in  a  fright,  with 
his  face  much  flulhed,  fometimes  of  a  livid 
colour,  incapable  of  defcribing  what  he 
felt,  breathing  with  much  labour,  and 
with  a  convulfive  motion  of  the  belly ;  the 
returns  of  infpiration  and  expiration  fuc- 
eeeding  each  other  in  that  particular  fono- 
rous  manner  which  is  often  obferved  in 
hyfteric  paroxyfms.  — The  child’s  terror 
fometimes  augmented  the  diforder,  and  if 
he  was  not  fpeedily  relieved  by  coughing, 
belching,  fneezing,  vomiting,  or  purging, 
the  fuffocation  iticreafed,  and  he  died  in  the

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paroxyfm ;  but  if  any  of  thefe  happened, 
the  child  flept  well  afterwards,  and  con¬ 
tinued  to  breathe  eafily  till  the  next  even¬ 
ing,  when,  if  not  fooner,  he  fuffered  ano- 

V 

ther  paroxyfm,  more  violent  and  of  longer 
duration  than  the  former. — The  body  was 
generally  coftive,  and  the  ftomach  and 
Bowels  much  inflated. — The  patient  was 
generally  dull,,  timorous,  and  dejected.” 

This  is  called  the  firft  ftage  of  the  dif- 
order,  and  it  was  in  this  period  alone  that 
the  cure  could  be  attempted  with  much 
hope  of  fuccefs. — In  the  fecond  ftage  the 
paroxyftns  returned  with  greater  violence 
and  at  fhorter  intervals,  till  the  difficulty 
of  breathing  became  fixed  and  permanent, 
and  the  patient  either  gradually  funk  un¬ 
der  this  accumulated  diftrefs,  or  violent 
convulfians  put  a  fpeedier  end  to  his  buf¬ 
ferings. 

The  difeafe  had  been  treated  by  copious 
bleeding  and  other  evacuations,  according 

tp  the  antiphlogiftic  method,  without  fuc¬ 
cefs. 
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eefs.— —  Dr.  Millar  therefor  purfued  the 
following  intentions; 

i  ft.  To  remove  the  afthmatic  paroxyfm, 
by  preferibing  mufk  in  large  dofes  after  a 
fmall  quantity  of  blood  had  been  previoufly 
taken;  by  promoting  diaphorefis  with 
fmall  dofes  of  fp.  Mindereri  frequently 
repeated,  and  fimple  oxymel  or  oxymel 
fcilliticum  to  promote  a  *  difeharge  of 

2d.  To  prevent  a  i*eturn  of  the  paroxyfm, 
a  blifter  was  put  between  the  fhoulders, 
emollient  fomentations  to  the  ftomach  and 
belly,  anodyne  linements  to  thefe  parts  and 
to  the  throat,  antifpafmodic  clyfters,  keep¬ 
ing  the  air  pure  and  of  a  moderate  temper 
rature. 

3d.  To  ftrengthen  the  bowels,  brace 
the  habit  in  general,  and  reftore  to  the  re¬ 
laxed  parts  their  ufual  tone.* — For  this  pur- 
pofe  magnefia,  rhubarb,  fpecies  aromaticas, 
$nd  fa!  martis  were  ufed  fuccefsfully. 

This 
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This  method  was  improved  by  after  e&- 
ficnce.— Bleeding  was  entirely  laid  afide* 
becaufe  “  under  the  appearance  of  mitiga¬ 
ting  the  violence  of  the  iymptoms,  it  had 
upon  the  whole  a  tendency  to  aggravate 
the  difeafe. 

The  coldnefs  of  the  extremities  fug^ 
gefted  the  application  of  acrid  cataplafms 
to  the  feet,  which  brought  on  a  brilker 
circulation,  and  promoted  an  univerfal 
warmth  and  agreeable  moilture  over  the 
whole  body.

“  The  difeafe  was  fometimes  fo  violent 
at  the  rirft  attack,  and  the  tranfition  to  the 
fecond  ftage  fo  rapid,  that  it  required  a  me¬ 
dicine  which  fliould  operate  more  immedi¬ 
ately  and  powerfully  than  mulk  had  ufual- 
ly  done;  for  this  purpoie  affafoetida  was 
prefcribed,  and  with  fo  good  effed,  that  in 
my  later  pradice  it  has  in  a  great  meafure 
fuperfeded  the  ufe  of  mulk. 

“  An  ounce  of  this  gum  has  fometimes 
been  taken  by  a  child  of  eighteen  months

<c  However  naufeous  it  may  feem  to  be, 
children  feldom  refufe  it;  and  even  when 
they  have  fome  averfion  to  it,  if  they  are 
obliged  to  take  it,  they  foon  acquire  a  tafte 
for  it,  and  not  only  ufe  it  without  reluct¬ 
ance  but  with  pleafure.

After  procuring  a  remiffion,  the  Peru-*

hours  according  to  the  exigence  of  the 

cafe  ;  and  if  a  return  of  the  afthmatic

paroxyfm  was  fufpecled,  the  folutioh  of 
allafoetida  was  ftill  continued  occahonally. 

Dr.  Ruffi,  of  Philadelphia*  in  his  letter 
to  Dr.  Millar  on  the  fpafmodic  afthraa  of 
children,  fpeaks  of  this  difeafe  as  known 
to  the  inhabitants  of  North  America  by 
the  name  of  Hives,  and  attended  with 
exactly  the  fame  fymptoms  as  the  acute 
afthrna  of  Dr.  Millar.

2d.  On  difleftion  of  a  child  three  years 
old,  who  died  on  the  fecond  day  of  this 
difeafe  (though  fhe  had  feveral  ounces  of 
blood  taken  away,  was  treated  with  anti- 
monial  emetics,  fquill  mixtures,  blifters* 
warm  bath,  &c.)  no  hardened  mucus  not 
membrane  were  found.— On  opening  the 
thorax,  a  ftrong  adhefion  of  the  lungs  to 
the  left-fide  was  obferved,  which  appeared 
to  be  of  long  Handing, — The  lungs  were 
quite  found  without  the  leaft  appearance  of 
inflammation.— On  opening  the  trachea* 
110  %ns  of  phlegm  or  hardened  mucus 
were  obferved,  but  this  and  the  bronchia 
appeared  in  a  found  ftate. — Hence  he  con¬ 
cludes  that  the  difeafe  is  occalioned  by  a 

fpafm. 
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fpafm  upon  the  extremities  of  the  bron- 
chia. — I  am  the  more  inclined,  fays 
he,  to  this  opinion  from  one  circumftance, 
that  upon  introducing  a  blow-pipe  into 
the  trachea,  we  found  uncommon  diffi¬ 
culty  in  inflating  the  lungs*” 

In  order  to  take  off  this  fpafm  from  the 
lungs,  Dr.  Rufh  recommends  Bleeding  as 
fometimes  ufeful  by  removing  the  tenfion 
of  the  veiled s,  but  he  places  his  chief  de¬ 
pendence  upon  Antimonial  Vomits  which

may  be  given  at  all  times  of  the  diforder, 
—He  faw  two  cafes  in  which  the  warm- 
bath  afforded  immediate  relief,  and  heard 
of  feveral  cafes  in  which  it  had  faved  the 
lives  of  patients  apparently  in  the  agonies  of 
death. — Healfo  advifes  that  BUJlers  fhould 
be  applied  diredtly  to  the  bread  rather  than 
between  the  fhoulders,  and  he  gave  AJfa- 
j'&tida  in  one  or  two  cafes  with  advantage. 

Dr.  Haygarth  in  a  letter  fub  joined  to 
this  diflertation  gives  the  following  ac¬ 
count:  “  I  have  feen  three  caies  of  the

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cfoup  in  Chefter,  and  one  in  Wales. — — - «* 
Two  of  the  firft  had  aphthae  on  their  ton- 
Til Sj  one  of  them  fpit  up  from  the  trachea 
four  pieces  of  a  white  tough  membrane, 
four  inches  long,  and  half  an  inch  broad, 
and  died. — The  other  came  out  of  the 
country,  and  I  don’t  know  the  event. 

“  The  third  cafe  I  faw  early  in  the  difeafe, 
and  attributed  her  recovery  to  affafoetida, 
which  fhe  took  largely,  and  with  good 
effedt.

"  The  cafe  which  I  faw  in  Wales  was  in 
St.  Afaph,  thirty  miles  from  Chefter.— 
The  child  had  been  ill  ten  days  and  died 
the  morning  after  I  faw  him. — The  apo¬ 
thecary  upon  diffedlion  found  the  pleura 
and  trachea  inflamed  but  no  membrane.’’ 


Mr.  Bland  alfo  has  given  an  account  of 
a  child  who  had  laboured  under  a  com¬ 
plaint  fimilar  to  this  from  a  fortnight  to 
fix  months  old,  at  which  time  “  the  dif¬ 
ficulty  of  breathing  was  fuch,  that  the 

.  :  child 
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child  could  not  lie  down,  and  after  fleeping 
an  hour  or  two,  he  always  waked  with  a 
fit  of  coughing,  and  feemed  expiring. — • 
Two  drachms  of  affafcetida  were  diffolved 
in  four  ounces  of  penny-royal  water,  and 
two  fpoonfuls  of  the  folution  directed  to 
be  given  every  three  or  four  hours.— After 
taking  only  two  or  three  dofes,  he  vomited 
plentifully,  the  cough  immediately  abated, 
and  the  child  breathed  eaiily.— It  was  then 
directed  to  be  taken  three  times  a  day,  and 
every  dofe  was  followed  with  a  difcharge 
upwards  or  downwards,  and  with  a  very 
rapid  amendment;  and  after  ufing  eight 
ounces  of  it,  the  cure  was  compleated.” 


Dr.  Chalmers^  has  taken  notice  of  this 
difeale  by  the  different  titles  of  “  Suffo¬ 
cating  Catarrhal  Peripneumony,  and  Ner¬ 
vous  Afthma,  or  Suffocatio  Sti idula.” — -

—  holding  a  bafon  filled  with  decoCtion  of 
poppy  heads  under  the  chin,  that  the  va¬ 
pours  thereof  may  pafs  direCtly  to  the 
lungs  by  infpiration— opium  and  vinuni 
antimoniale  to  be  given  in  fmall  dofes  now 
and  then  in  fuch  a  manner  that  the  latter 

may 
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may  not  ftimulate  fo  as  to  excite  vomiting, 
Blifters  have  always  had  bad  confequences 
wherever  the  nervous  power  was  unna¬ 
turally  determined  to  certain  parts. - 

Larger  doles  of  medicines  are  required  on 
this  than  on  many  other  occafionS. — Four 
drops  of  laudanum,  and  as  many  of  anti- 
monial  wine,  may  be  given  every  half  hour 
to  a  child  of  three  or  four  years  old.

“  It  is  peculiar  to  children,  and  thofe 
chiefly  of  from  a  month  to  three,  four* 
five,  fix,  eight,  or  nine  years  old.  They 
commonly,  for  a  day  or  two,  or  more* 
had  a  little  hoarfenefs,  fometimes  a  little 
cough  $  th eh  in  an  in  flan  t  they  were  lei  zed 
with  a  great  fuffocation,  lafting  a  minute 
or  two,  and  their  face  became  livid  :  they 
have  frequent  returns  of  thefe  fits  of  fuffo¬ 
cation  like  aflhmatic  perfons.  The  faid 
iuffocation  is  ever  followed  by  orie  lymp- 
tom,  which  continues  till  they  die,  viz.  a 
prodigious  rattling  in  the  upper  part  of  th 
afpera  arteria,  refembling  that  found  which 
attends  colds  where  there  is  phlegm  that 
cannot  be  got  up.

They  have  no  difficulty  of  f wal¬ 
lowing,  nor  does  there  appear  the  leaft 
fwelling  inwardly  or  outwardly,  the’  the 
qvula  and  parts  about  it  are  intenfely  red. 

“  Every  one  that  is  able,  at  fome  time 
or  other  of  the  difeafe,  but  generally  at 
the  beginning,  throws  up,  by  a  flight 
cough,  fome  florid  dilute  blood.  They 
have  for  the  moft  part  &  difpofltion  to 
vomit,  which  when  they  do,  they  throw 
Up  a  vafl:  quantity  of  extremely  vifcid 
matter. 

u  They  have  no  thirft,  nor  do  I  per¬ 
ceive  any  quicknefs  in  their  pulfe*  :  alfo 
their  urine  and  flools  are  in  a  natural  way. 
They  have  generally  a  clammy  fweat  on 
them,  and  their  breath  is  foetid.

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Their  death  is  generally  fudden,  and 
when  leaft  expected,  the  pulfe  being  good 
a  minute  before.  Many  die  in  twenty-four 
hours,  none  live  above  five  days.  Some 
have  tumours  behind  the  ears,  which  mor¬ 
tify  :  many  have  a  prodigious  weeping  be¬ 
hind  the  ears,  which  is  very  corrofive. 

“  I  have  tried  evacuations  of  all  kinds  : 
frequent  bleeding  and  feyere  bliflering  were 
of  no  fervice. 

4e  A  certain  child  recovered  by  a  very 
profufe  fweat,  which  came  naturally  and 
continued  two  days  and  nights.  This  put 
me  upon  the  following  experiments :  I 
ordered  that  the  children  who  took  this 
diforder  fhould  be  firft  put  into  the  want* 
bath,  and  that  a  fweat  fiiould  be  forced  by 
lack -whey,  or  a  bolus  of  theriaca  Andro- 
machi  and  camphor.

it  reigned  four  years  with  great  feverity  in 
feveral  parts  of  Cornwall,  and  fwept  away 
whole  families  of  children,  in  all  of  whom 
there  were  figns  of  a  putrid  difpofition  in 
the  juices.  —  Bleeding,  purging,  and  anti- 
phlogiftic  medicines  wexe  found  to  he  not 
ferviceable,  but  prejudicial^  on  the  con¬ 
trary,  the  warm,  cordial,  and  alexiphar- 
mic  regimen  and  medicines,  were  attended 
with  encouraging  fuccefs. 


SECT.  2.  Diagnoflics  of  inflammatory , 
fpafmoJic ,  and  malignant  Angina  Trachealis. 

#TP  H  E  preceding  fedlion  contains  the 
opinions  of  all  the  moft  eminent 
writers  upon  the  Angina  Trachealis.— 
That  fome  of  them  confider  it  merely 
as  an  inflammatory  affefltion,  and  that 
others  contend  for  its  being  either  a 
fpafmodic  or  a  putrid  complaint,  is  proba¬ 
bly  owing  to  the  greater  frequency  of  one 
or  the  other  fpecies  in  fituations  where 
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thefe  practitioners  have  happened  to  refide. 
Be  this  as  it  may,  it  is  equally  far  froqi 
my  purpofe  and  inclination  to  enter  into 
controveriy  with  any  of  them.— Each  opi¬ 
nion  is  fupported  by  an  accuracy  of  obser¬ 
vation  which  will  perfuade  every  attentive 
reader  that  each  is  right;  and  the  credit 
which  is  due  to  every  one  of  thefe  authors 
confirms  the  propriety  of  that  divifion  ot 
the  difeafe  which  is  founded  on  the  three 
caufes  of  inflammation,  fpafrn,  and  putrid 
acrimony. 

The  following  fymptoms  will  al  ways  in¬ 
form  us  by  which  of  thefe  caufes  thf  difeafe 

is  produced : 

i ft.  Whenever  there  is  great  difficul ty 
of  breathing,  attended  with  fever,  and 
with  heat  or  acute  pain  in  the  throat,  to¬ 
gether  with  other  fymptoms  of  an  acute 
peripneumony,  without  any  regular  or 
compleat  intermiffions,  without  effloref- 
cence  on  the  fkin,  ulcers  in  the  throat,  or 
any  other  marks  or  Malignant  Angina,  in 
>  -  fuch 
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fuch  cafes  inflammation  is  always  td  bo 
fufpedtech 

2d.  When  great  difficulty  of  breathing 
comes  on  attended  with  a  rattling  noife  in 
the  throat,  or  flridulous  voice,  without 
fever,  heat,  or  Houghs  upon  the  tonfils, 
efpecially  if  it  come  on  fuddenly,  inter- 
iiiit  and  return  periodically,  fpafm  is  the 
caufe  of  fuch  fymptoms. 

3d.  When  ulcers  in  the  throat,  effloref- 
cence  on  the  ikin,  or  any  other  of  thofe 
fymptoms  which  have  been  enumerated  in 
the  former  part  of  this  treatife,  lead  us  to 
fufpedt  putrefcence,  or  point  out  its  actual 
exiftence,  then  the  difeafe  is  to  be  confi- 
dered  entirely  as  putrid,  and  treated  accord- 
ingly. 


SECT.  3.  'Enumeration  of  Remedies . 


O  N  G  the  various  remedies  which 
have  been  recommended  in  the  cure' 
of  the  Angina  Trachealis,  the  following 
are  moil:  worthy  of  notice. 


A.  Bleeding, 
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'  * 

A.  Bleeding.— After  having  fo  exprefsly 
condemned  the  ufe  of  this  remedy  in  the 
Malignant  Angina,  it  is  almoft  unnecefTary 
to  repeat  that  in  the  putrid  fort  of  Angina 
Trachealis,  bleeding  can  have  no  better 
effed  than  to  haften  its  progrefs  to  a  fatal 
termination.

In  fome  of  thdfe  cafes  which  are  owing 
to  fpafrn,  bleeding  may  be  ufed  with  pro¬ 
priety,  particularly  when  the  difficulty  of 
breathing  is  fo  great  as  to  threaten  imme¬ 
diate  fuffccationj  yet  even  then  it  muft  be 
employed  with  caution,  becaufe  too  large 
an  evacuation,  though  it  may  give  tempo¬ 
rary  relief  to  an  urgent  fymptom,  will  oc- 
caflon  the  paroxyfms  to  return  with  greater 
Frequency  and  violencd. 

In  the  inflammatory  kind  of  this  com- 
plaint,  bleeding  is  not  only  perfectly  fafe, 
but  indifpenfably  neceffary. 

B.  Emetics. — As  the  fubjeds  of  this  dif- 

eafs  are  generally  fo  very  young  that  they 

have 
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have  no  idea  of  expectoration,  vomits  may 
be  uled  with  peculiar  propriety  to  difcharge 
the  mucus,  prevent  the  formation  of  Houghs* 
or  bring  them  up  when  they  are  formed. 

C.  S teams. — Of  the  humid  and  anti- 
feptic  kind  are  univerfally  proper,  parti¬ 
cularly,  peCloral  decodtion  with  fp,  Min- 
dereri?  crude  fal  ammoniac  and  oxymel, 
or  vinegar  with  myrrh  and  honey. 

D.  Blijlers. — Applied  to  the  neck  or 

back,  or  both,  ought  never  to  be  omitted, 
being  well  adapted  either  to  abate  inflam¬ 
mation,  remove  fpafni,  or  to  draw  putrid 
virus  from  the  trachea,  , 

E.  Warm  Bathing,  —  Is  a  remedy  of  the 

cleared  utility  whenever  this  complaint  is. 
pceafioned  by  fpafni  or  inflammation,  and 
even  in  the  putrid  kind  it  may  have  good 
effefts ;  efpecially  if  antifeptic  fubftances 
be  united  with  the  water  which  is  to  b$ 
yfecj  for  this  purpofe.

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F.  Afafcetida.— Is  antifpafmodlc,  anti- 
feptic,  and  diaphoretic,  and  is  not  injurious 
in  inflammation,  it  is  therefore  one  of  the 
mod  promifing  remedies  in  the  catalogue* 
—I  have  had  occafion  to  try  it  in  a  few 
inftances,  in  all  of  which  it  compleatly 
anfweredmy  expectations. 

G.  Peruvian  Bark — Is  absolutely  ns- 
ceilary  in  the  putrid  kind;  it  may  alfo  be 
given  in  the  fpafmodic  with  much  ad¬ 
vantage,  after  the  paroxyfms  have  beep 
ftopt  by  aflafcetida,  in  order  to  prevent 
their  return,  and  to  ftrengthen  the  fyftem. 


SECT.  4.  Specific  treatment  of  Malignant 

Angina  Pr  ache ahs . 

WHENEVER  the  1  arynx  and  trachea 
become  the  feat  of  Malignant  An¬ 
gina,  the  whole  method  of  cure  which 
has  been  directed  for  its  more  ufual  form 
mu  it  be  applied  with  unremitting  affiduity, 
though  we  are  forbid  to  indulge  the  fame 
pleating  hopes. of  fuccefs  from  its  appli¬

The  air  of  the  patient’s  chamber  muft 
be  well  impregnated  with  the  fleams  of 
Vinegar,  myrrh,  and  honey,  which  ought 
to  be  inceflantly  rifmg  at  his  bed-fide,  and. 
he  fliould  be  advifed  to  hold  his  mouth 
diredrly  over  the  veffel,  or  elfe  the  fleams 
niufl:  be  conveyed  immediately  into  the 
mouth  by  means  of  a  funnel. —Thefe  are 
the  only  methods  of  carrying  antifeptic  re¬ 
medies  to  ulcers  in  the  bronchia,  and  of 
promoting  the  fecretion  of  mucus,  which

is  principally  to  be  depended  upon  for 
cleaning  the  ulcers  there.

I  have  fometimes  directed  acetum  fcil-

fident  in  afferting  this,  as  it  does  not  ap¬ 
pear  by  chemical  and  pharmaceutic  expe¬ 
riments  that  the  aCtive  powers  of  the 
fquill  are  volatile. — We  certainly  hazard 
nothing  by  ufing  it,  and  in  defperate  litu- 
ations  we  muft  often  catch  at  a  flender 
twig.

Expectoration  is  alfo  to  be  promoted  by 
all  other  probable  mean?. — To  vomit  the 
patient  now  and  then  with  oxymel  of  fquills 
will  anfwer  this  purpofe  and  forward  a 
feparation  of  the  doughs. — Smaller  doles 
of  oxymel  of  fquills  with  gum  ammoniac 
or  affafcetida  may  afterwards  be  ufed  to 
keep  up  the  fame  excretion. 

v  Affafcetida  is  the  remedy  beft  adapted  to 
the  prefent  cafe,  and  after  a  little  ufe  chil¬ 
dren  will  take  it  much  better  than  gunl 
ammoniac. — Whilft  the  patient  therefore 
is  taking  the  bark  in  the  manner  which 
has  before  been,  directed,  a  large  fpoonful 
or  two  of  a  ftrong  folution*  of  affafcetida 
muft  be  given  between  the  dofes. — If  the

In  fuch  cafes,  particularly  with  infant 
patients,  when  medicines  are  rejected, 
whilft  the  danger  is  extreme,  Antifeptic 
Baths  may  be  ufed  with  advantage.— Thefe 
are  ealily  to  be  prepared  by  boiling  peru- 
vian  bark,  chamomile  ^flowers,  or  myrrh 
in  a  fufficient  quantity  of  water,  and  by 

mixing  with  it  a  fmall  proportion  of  vine¬ 
gar. — If  the  patient  fhould  be  too  weak 
to  bear  bathing,  the  fame  things  may  be 
applied  as  fomentations. — Belides  thefe 
a  blifter  mud  be  applied  to  the  throat, 
back  or  neck,  and  a  garlick  poultice*  to

the  feet. “—The  garlic  very  quickly  infi- 
nuates  itfelf  into  the  fyftem,  it  raifes  the 
pulfe,  renders  the  breathing  eafy  and  re¬ 
gular,  and  it  affe  powerfully  as  a  general 
antifeptiCj  as  well  as  atopical  ftimulant 
exciting  inflammation  in  the  part  to  which 
it  Is  applied. 

.  If  notwithftanding  all  thefe  attempts, 
the  difficulty  of  breathing  ffiould  increafe 
when  the  throat  is  clear  from  doughs^ 
if  the  pulfe  be  good,  and  the  fymptoms  of 
debility  not  remarkable,  as  circumftances
